Byroade’s address was pre- 
pared for the American Council 
for Judaism here. 

Notably Frank Statement. 

In Washington the State De- 
partment was known to regard 
his speech as a notably frank 
statement of American appre- 
hensions about the long-continu- 
ing Jewish-Arab conflict. 

Byroade outlined United States 
concern over this crossroads of 
the world, and United States ef- 
forts to unify and strengthen 


» the region against. the danger 


of Soviet conquest in some form. 
He argued that the danger is in- 
creasing, saying: 

“The more Russia’s aggressive 
moves are stalemated in Europe 
and the Far East, the more the 
danger grows for the Middl 
East.” |

For instance, there are some | 
clear indications that even if he 
regards himself as completely | 
exonerated, Roy M. Cohn is'| 
likely to step out as McCarthy’s 
chief counsel and righthand 
man. 

McCarthy has said flatly that 
on the outcome of the present 
inquiry depends the jobs of 
Cohn and Francis P. Carr, form- 
er New York Federal Bureau of 
Investigation agent and execu- 
tive director of McCarthy's 
staff. 

The poker-faced Carr thus far 
has been the silent man of the 
televised hearings but his turn 


before the cameras is coming. 

Cohn declined to comment on | 
whether he intends to quit the 
committee, regardless of the. 
outcome. But some of his friends | 
think he will go back to the 
private practice of law which he 
is continuing on a part-time 
basis now. 

Two other members of Mc- 
Carthy’s staff have been brought 
under fire at the hearings. 

James Juliana, also a former 
FBI man, proved himself a cool 
and alert witness in assuming 
full responsibility for ‘“‘crop- 
ping” Col. Jack Bradley out of 
a McGuire Air Force base pic- 
ture showing Stevens and Schine 
looking at each other by an air- 
plane. ‘ 

Some Senators Displeased. 

But Juliana’s testimony—that 
he decided to give Ray H. Jen-. 
kins, special inquiry counsel, the 
photo the attorney used in ques- 
tioning Stevens on whether he 
had ever had his pteture made 
“alone” with Schine—obviously 
left some committee members 


displeased. 
The staff members of the Mc- 
Carthy subcommittee receive

No one has raised 
the issue formally that members 
of the subcommittee staff ap- 
parently have been working on 
McCarthy’s side of the case.

A Republican committee mem- 
ber, who didn’t want to be 
quoted by name, summed up ad 
reactions to the first seven days 
of the inquiry with the observa- 
tion that some staff changes 
may be in order after the in- 
vestigation ends, no matter what 
is the final result. 

A Democratic member, who 
also asked to remain anonymous, 
predicted a “wholesale house- 
cleaning.” 


Likely to Be Critical. 


This Democrat made it clear, 
moreover, that he and other 
members of his party are likely 
to be more critical publicly of 
McCarthy’s methods than they 
have been in the past. There 
will be no more one-man hear- 
ings, he asserted. 

McCarthy has made no secret 
of the fact that the prospect of 
long hearings disturbs him. He 
has called the whole inquiry a 
“waste of time” and has con- 
tended that it is interrupting the 
business of rooting out alleged 
Communists. 

More to the point, perhaps, 
is the fact that the inquiry is 
eating rapidly into the $207,000 
available this year for investiga- 
tions by the subcommittee, from 
which he has stepped down tem- 
porarily as chairman. 


Conditions Changing. 


If the hearings consume most 
of.the amount, McCarthy may 
be forced to go back to the 
Senate to ask for more funds. 
He got the money he wanted 
last time with only one dissent- 
ing vote, that of Senator J. Wil- 
liam Fulbright (Dem.), Arkan- 
sas, but conditions appear to be 
changing. ; 

Senator John L. McClellan 
(Dem.), Arkansas, who some- 
times in the past has supported 
McCarthy’s moves, has posed 
some of the hearings’ toughest 
questions to witnesses on both 
sides. McClellan is running for 
re-election again this year and 
his attitude may reflect political 
reaction to some extent. 

Between McCarthy and Sena- | 
tor Henry C. Dworshak (Rep.), | 
Idaho, there are signs of fric- 
tion. _Dworshak protested angri- 
ly that McCarthy made “erro- 
neous statements” in saying he 
had appointed Dworshak to take 
the place temporarily vacated by 
the Wisconsin Senator on the in- 
quiry committee. 

McCarthy replied, in effect, 
that the only reason he had 
“nominated” Dworshak was be- 
cause Senator John Marshall 
Butler (Rep.), Maryland, was sick 
that day. McCarthy added that 
he now was sorry Butler was 
sick. Dworshak is a candidate 
this year, too. 

Questioning Precedent. 

McCarthy’s demand for the 
right to cross-examine witnesses 
also could rebound. The inquiry 
has established a precedent in 
letting a principal in an investi- 
gation, or his lawyer, question 
and opposing witness orally. 

Always before, in McCarthy’s | 


investigations, a principal has 
been limited to passing to com- 


the opposition, if they chose. 

The public has had a glimpse 
of the effect of personal cross- 
examination. In the future it 
may wonder why such methods 
aren't continued, if they are 
dropped.

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Policy of ‘Massive Retaliation’ May Be Put to a Test 
In Indochina—No Russian Offensive Build-Up Seen 
In Distribution of Armed Forces—American Atomic 
Lead Cut by Soviet Possession of Hydrogen Bomb.

HE Administration paliey of massive retaliation as a major element 

of our foreign policy, which Secretary of State John Foster Dulles 

enunciated Jan. 12 this year before the Council.on Foreign Relations 
in New York, may be put to a test as a method of deterring small wars, 
perhaps even before the affair in Indochina is over. 


If it is, the United States will be con- 
fronted with the choice of backing down 
or of engaging China, or the Soviet Union, 
or both in a general war. An examination 
of the world-wide opposing forces, which 
will be made in this article, will indicate 
that the policy of massive retaliation—the 
so-called deterrent strategy—will provide 
no assurance of winning a war if one is 
brought on,

THE DECISIVE. ELEMENTS of world 
military power are the ground and air 
forces and atomic weapons. Naval forces 
are essential but not decisive, There is no 
particular value in adding up total forces 
of one coalition or the other. The Rus- 
sians, the European satellites and the Chi- 
nese may have ground forces of as many 
as 400 divisions while the Western total, 
including Mediterranean powers, Pakistan 
and the Far East is approximately 190.

Red China and the satellites, the Western 
powers have nearly 30,000*% Because of 
varied location, quality and because of 
the large numbers of aircraft in our own 
Navy which cannot be used advantageously 
against the main enemy in a major war, 
the apparent Western superiority in air- 
craft actually produces a serious inferi- 
ority in the critical area of Western 
Europe. 


Russian ground forces have remained 
for several years at a total of about 175 
divisions. The Soviet Union is now pass- 
ing through the period when men born in 
the first half of 1930 are available for 
military. service. The birthrate was low 
due to the famine brought about by the 
collectivization of the farms at that time. 

About 1,600,000 men become available 
for military service annually. Service is 
from two and one-half to four years, de- 
pending upon whether it is in infantry or 
more technical arms such as artillery or 
air force.

Divisions in the Caucasus-.face Turkey, but 
those. in Central Asia near the northern 
boundaries of Iran, Afghanistan and Pak- 
istan have no opposition in sight. 


The European satellites are ‘reported to 
have 66 divisions in their active forces. 
They are believed to be distributed as 
follows: Poland, 23; East Germany, 7; 
Czechoslovakia, 10; Hungary, 4; Romania, 
12, and Bulgaria, 10. 


The satellite divisions are still of un- 
certain loyalty. In the past they could 
not all have been trusted in war if there 
had been a chance for safe defection. 
But it is nine years now since the popu- 
lation of these countries has known any- 
thing of the non-Communist existence.

CHINA has about 5,000,000 men uoder 
arms, This is not a great number for its 
population of 463,000,000, since it is only 
about one-half the proportion under arms 
in the United States. Of these about 
3,000,000 are in six field armies and about 
2,000,000 in garrison armies. The Chinese 
field armies form the equivalent of about 
150 to-160 eastern type divisions, 


The most serious deficiency of the Chi- 
nese forces is China's inability to supply 
weapons, ammunition and technical equip- 
ment such as telecommunications and 
radar. This equipment must be furnished 
by the Soviet Union. Poor transportation 
and great distances in the Far East make 
the Chinese logistic problem extremely 
difficult. Supplying its troops in Korea, 
difficult as that was, was easier than it 
would be to supply the same namebee in 
Indochina. 


Russian and satellite divisions run from 
10,000 to 12,000 men. Their fire power is 
about 55 per cent of that of Western 
Divisions organized on American lines, In 
addition they lack the logistic support and 
skill of Western forces. In general, Rus- 
sian and satellite divisions should be com- 
pared to Western division on a basis of

The Russians are producing two jet 
light bombers, the Type 17 and Type 35. 
These are in the 500-miles-per-hour class 
with ‘good range characteristics.

These bombers will have very great 
value for close support and communica- 
tions bombing in combat areas. 

The Soviet long-range air force is 
equipped with the obsolete TU-4, a copy 
of the U.S. B-29. It has a range of 3350 
miles, insufficient to reach targets in the 
United States, except in the Pacific North- 
west, without in-flight refueling. There 
is no evidence that the Russians have de- 
veloped in-flight refueling. The inventory 
is reputed to be about 1000. A six-engine 
turbo-prop bomber, the Type 31, has. been 
identified. It is reputed to have a range 
of 6500 miles and a speed of 470 miles- 
per-hour. Not more than 20 are believed 
to have been made. 

The Russians are designing long-range 
jet bombers similar to the United States 
B-47. These have not started to come into 
combat formations yet. They can be ex- 
pected within the next few years and this 
will materially increase the air defense 
problem of the United States and Europe. 

The principal groupings of Soviet air- 
craft are in Western Russia and the Far 
East. More than 8000 are available in

RLD Communism and the nations 
W:: the Western tradition are today 
engaged in a struggle for the loyalties 
of a billion human beings who live in the 
underdeveloped areas outside the Iron 
Curtain. Events in Indochina and the con- 
ference of the major powers at Geneva are 
but fragments of that larger struggle. 


There is évery evidence that the world

pared for the private guidance of top poli-

Marx, Communism came first to an un- 
derdeveloped nation—Russia—and most | 
of the’ subsequent gains of Communism 
have been made in the underdeveloped 
areas, in Eastern Europe and most 
notably in China. There is, unfortu- 
nately, no little evidence that Commu- 
nism is still making gains in the under- 
developed areas. ..

It is to these people that the Communist 
“class war” appeal now is being made. The 
class-war appeal originally was intended 
for the workers within the highly devel- 
oped countries, to set them against their 
capitalist bosses. Now it has been trans- 
ferred to a larger arena: the people of the 
underdeveloped. nations are being set 
against the developed nations. 

There are very few if any highly devel- 
oped nations within the Communist world 
—even Russia’ itself is only half-way to- 
ward that goal. The developed nations are 
in Western Europe, in North America, and 
in Australia and New Zealand. They are 
the nations in the Western tradition, and 
they contain less than one-sixth of the 
world’s people, 

Betwéen thése nations and the under- 
developed nations lie a great guif in per- 
capita income, in education and in oppor- 
tunity. The United States, for instance, 
has a per-capita income of more than 
$1500 a year. Half the people of the world 
live in countries with per-capita incomes 
of less than $100.

nations of Europe. The advanced nations 
of Europe developed a dual standard: free- 
dom and equality at home, discrimination 
and. inequality in the colonies. But the 
Western ideas did not halt at race and 
caste barriers. Notions like democracy and 
economic progress spread among the back- 
ward peoples of the underdeveloped areas. 

The spread of these ideas was slow and 
gradual—up to a point: That point may 
well have been when it became difficult to 
find a human being on earth who‘had not 
seen an airplane: modern communication 
speeded up the spread of the revolutionary 
Western ideas of.democracy and progress. 
Sometime during the last dozen years the 
latent desires of the earth's backward peo- 
ple became an active demand. 


Jan. 20, 1949, President Harry’S. Tru- 
man in his inaugural address, declared -in 
his famous “Point 4": “We must embark 
on a bold new program for making the 
benefits of our scientific advances and in- 
dustrial progress available for the improve- 
ment and growth of underdeveloped 
areas.” 


At first it was assumed that the problem 
was almost exclusively economic, that if 
people of the underdeveloped nations were 
given an opportunity to obtain more and 
better food, clothing and shelter they would 
not be attracted by Communism. By now, 
however, two limitations on this theory 
have been demonstrated. 

Production of material goods in under- 
developed countries, it has been discovered 
through experience, is less a matfer of new 
machines—less a strictly economic problem 
—than it is a problem in “human arrange- 
ments.” People must change their habits 
of living and thinking before they can be 
mass producers, in the modern sense 


country, indicates that countries where 
life is most backward, Communism is not 
a serious problem—a&s in some countries 
of the African continent. 

It is precisely in the countries where 
development is under way that Commu- 
nism appears to be the most dangerous 
—as in Latin America and India. 

Adlai Stevenson speaks of the “revolu- 
tion of rising expectations.” As the under- 
developed countries develop somewhat, ex- 
pectations rise rapidly—and so does’ dis- 
content which the Communists can exploit. 

Communists, though theoretically ‘‘eco- 
nomic determinists,” have never ap- 
proached the problem of the underdevel- 
oped countries in exclusively economic 
terms. Their successful appeals have been 
to the desires of the people in the non- 
Communist underdeveloped countries for 
status and dignity: they have urged the 
people to throw off the yoke of capitalism 
and colonialism; they have told them that 
people with brown skins are ‘“‘as good as” 
people with white skins, 

Economic development remains a great 
and awful need in the underdeveloped 
areas of the world. Experience indicates, 
however, that other needs, particularly the 
need for status and dignity, also must be 
fulfilled, if economic. development fs to 
lead to a less troubled world. 

A glance at history shows that both 
Japan and Russia enjoyed a rapid eco- 
nomic development—with disastrous re- 
sults. 

In the State Department it is often said 
that it is United States policy to “encour- 
age democratic elements” in the develop- 
i underdeveloped nations, precisely to 

vent the kind of development repre- 

sented by Japan or Russia. So far as this 
writer can determine, however—by con-

HE backdrop for the conference of Geneva far beyond this orderly city,

Americans may feel 
that this suspicion was unjustified and un- 
worthy of a friend but it was an important 
factor in the urgent discussions the public 
never heard. Against that background of 
mutual suspicion and di —for Amer- 
icans look sourly and suSpiciously on Al- 
lied reluctance to respond to the Indochina 
call—Communist ‘strategy isto isolate 
America while at the same time trying to 
win away America’s adherents. If the 
Communists pursue it, as they have begun 
to here at Geneva, that familiar strategy 
has a greater chance of success than at 
any time since the end of World War II. 

President Eisenhower's press confer- 
ence statement about the necessity for 
“an arrangement” with Communism in 
Southeast Asia may of course have com- 
pletely altered the American position. 
That statement which seemed abruptly 
to reverse so much that has been loudly 
said in recent days left everyone in 
Geneva gasping with astonishment. It 
illustrates one of the grave weaknesses 
of American foreign policy—the tend- 
ency to veer from one extreme to an- 
other, from talking big to talking very 
small indeed. 

Up ‘until the Eisenhower statement 
American officials here were privately 
berating the British for refusing to go 
along with \intervention in Indochina. 
Whether the Communists whom the Unit- 
ed States has been threatening every hour 
on the hour will now be willing to join 
in an arrangement to avert a final disaster 
is the urgent question. 

‘The imminence of that disaster hangs in 
the air like a pall of smoke. Because of 
the fear of a debacle in which not hun- 
dreds but thousands of French and other 
westerners might be massacred there has 
been discussion of the need to send in an 
armed police force to take over behind 
the lines. It had been feared that this 
might lead to a deeper involvement, and 
yet the possibility of such a horror as oc- 
curred for example when the Japanese 
sacked Nanking, had produced a feeling 
that risks must be taken. 

The Eisenhower statement appears to 
rest everything on the self restraint of 
the Communists. Delegates with whom 
this reporter talked in the wake of the 
Eisenhower remarks were recalling that 
it was less than two weeks ago that Nixon 
was saying Communism must be stopped 
in Indochina if necessary with American 
troops. 

Apart from the human tragedy, America 
has been providing war material for the 
French at the rate of $800,000,000 a year. 
It may be possible to retrieve part of this 
material before it falls inte the hands of 
the Communists. In fact tentative discus- 
sions to this end have already been held. 
After China fell to the Communists vast 
stores of Amer'can guns, ammunition and 
supplies were acquired by the Reds and 
these same guns were turned over to Ho. 
Chi Minh’s guerrillas to be used against 
the French. 

The obvious consequences of this

The news report of the wrecking 
of the Morris Heimann residence 
and factory at 1209 Rutger street 
forms the closing chapter of the 
story of another St. Louis aviation 
pioneer. Fortunately some vestige 
of his work is preserved in the Acad- 
emy of Science in St. Louis. 

Even so, all that remains are two 
propellers he hand-carved in 1911, a 
rare catalogue of the Heimann fac- 
tory, and a picture of Mrs. Morris 
Heimann. At one time Heimann had 
many silver cups, and other me- 
mentoes of his airships and balloons. 

With the exception of Dayton, O., 
and Kitty Hawk, N.C., no place on 
earth contributed so much to avia- 
tion in so short a time as did St. 
Louis in the early days of flying. 
Yet. since the death in a streetcar 
accident in 1917 of St. Louis’s im- 
mortal Tom Benoist, whose St. Louis- 
built planes operated the world’s first 
scheduled airline, St. Louis has paid 
no tribute to its flying pioneers, 
with the exception of naming its 
major airport for Col. Albert Bond 
Lambert, 

While Col. Lambert deserved such 
honor, there were men of old Kin- 
loch Field who skimped on meals, 
and gave unselfishly of their time 
and devotion to pave the aerial paths 
of those who came later. Let’s give 
them the overdue credit they deserve.

Confronting the President 


It is doubtful whether a President, except in 
actual war, has been as sore beset as Dwight D. 
Eisenhower is today. Certainly that is true if 
it is considered that he is barely more than a 
year in office and that he became Chief Exec- 
utive in an unprecedented outpouring of ballots 
that showed the vast esteem of the nation in 

’ calling him to the White House. 

Today the President is confronted with prob- 
lems of the gravest proportions in foreign af- 
fairs, in his administrative household, in Con- 
gress where his party is in control and in the 
difficult field of practical politics to which he 
is still in many respects a newcomer. To co 
template the multi-sided prospect is to sym- 
pathize with Mr. Eisenhower and genuinely so. 

° . * 

Let us review ‘this prospect briefly. First 

there is the field of 


Foreign Affairs. Here the overriding ques- 
tion is what to do about Indochina. Shall the 
United States risk all-out involvement in a 
seven-year Asian war—which we are largely 
keeping going now in funds and supplies— 
when the French themselves are long since sick 
of its costs and casualties? Shall we put our- 
selves in the position of sustaining a discredited 
colonial venture for which the Indochinese peo- 
ple themselves have either dislike or downright 
hatred? Shall our desire to.contain Commu- 
nism within its present boundaries, and thus to 
prevent its spread in Southeast Asia, carry us 
so far that we will run the chance of settin 
off World War III? 

These are questions that President Eisenhow- 
er must be asking himself every day as the 
Indochinese situation becomes more critical. 
Yet while this one problem would be worry 
enough for the White House, there is the dis- 
tressing senatorial embarrassment to 


The Executive Branch. Here the question Is 
what to do about the war that Senator Mc- 
Carthy is waging against the Army, Secretary 
Stevens, Army Counsel Adams and Assistant 
Defense Secretary Hensel. 

Can the President continue indefinitely to 
look the other way while his own Army ap- 
pointees are under bitter and obviously unfair 
attack from an irresponsible, ruthless, self-pro- 
moting demagogue? Can the President seem- 
ingly go on not seeing what all the country is 
seeing? Can the President be merely “irked” 
by a spectacle that shames and alarms rank- 
and-file citizens? Can he continue to hold him- 
self aloof from a constitutional battle over the 
fundamental separation of the executive and 
legislative branches? 

Is not the time fast coming when he must 
swing the presidential ax clean and hard and 
let the chips fall where they will? If he does 
not act unequivocally may he not contribute to 
another McCarthy victory and thus still further 
build up McCarthyism? Would that not make

the President even more of a target for Mc- 
Carthy gunfire? 
tion, must he not insist that the hearings, how- 
ever unpleasant, be completed with the view 
that McCarthyism be fully exposed and over- 
whelmed in the public eye? 

« But this is not the only problem before the 
President that involves Congress. There is the 
increasingly serious matter of | 


The Eisenhower Program. Only last week the 
President spoke up again in its behalf. He did 
so because two thirds of the prospective life 
of the session is gone and only one major item 
among the scores of Eisenhower proposals has 
been passed by Congress. 

What should the President do to break the 
log jam? Should he throw the full prestige of his 
office behind the measures on which, so he has 
said, he wants to be judged in the fast approach- 
ing midterm election? Or should he agree to 
the process, now being proposed, of whittling 
down the program so as to drop controversial 
bills as time grows short and Senators and 
Representatives ask for time off to go home to 
work on primary. and November races? 

This leads to the President's next problem 
and that is the part he himself ought to play in 


The Congressional Campaign. As the leading 
Republican in the country, he is committed 
generally to the election of Republicans to a 
narrowly-divided Congress where his party is 
only nominally in control. 

But how enthusiastically can the President 
put himself into a G.O.P. senatorial campaign 
such as that, for example, in Illinois? How can 
Mr. Eisenhower vigorously ask Illinois to reject 
Democratic Senator Douglas, whose vote saved 
the President humiliating defeat on the George 
version of the Bricker amendment and to place 
in Senator Douglas’s seat Republican nominee 
Joseph T. Meek, who says he would have voted 
for the executive-hobbling amendment the Pres- 
ident opposes? How can the President call for 
retiring a strong anti-McCarthy Democrat in 
favor of a Republican who says he is “proud” of 
the McCarthy record? eo 

In general, how can Mr. Eisenhower, knowing 
how the parties divide on such issues as his own 
public housing program, ask the country to 
turn out Democrats who support him and re- 
place them with Republicans who would in- 
crease the opposition to many of his legislative 


By no means are these all the problems on the 
President’s desk. But they are four of the most 
burdensome. We believe that his advisers 
should give him the full facts about them all 
so he can reach fair and informed decisions as 
to how to proceed. We also believe that Mr. 
Eisenhower is entitled to both sympathy and 
good will as he takes up the rough course that 
lies ahead of him—and the country.

Eighteen traftic .violations in six years - 


showed that Robert H. Moore has been a con- 
sistently dangerous driver with a restricted 
sense of responsibility to society and the law. 
“Hot Rod” has now been convicted of five more 
traffic charges, making 23 in all. He faces the 
prospect of 370 days in the workhouse and a 
$2500 fine for careless driving and leaving the 
scene of an accident. This is the maximum pen- 
alty, subject to a possible appeal which leaves 
the final outcome still in doubt. But the police 
court jury left no doubt that it believed Moore 
should change his attitude toward law en- 
forcement. 
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Strange Kind of Independence 

Under pressure from the United States, France 
and Vietnam have signed a joint declaration 
looking toward “total independence” for Indo- 
china. The promised independence falls so far 
short of being ‘‘total,” however, that the declara- 
tion is unlikely to fool anybody who looks at it 
closely. 

For some time the French have been 
negotiating with the Vietnamese about inde- 
pendence, as they frequently have done during 
the seven years of fighting there. Secretary 
Dulles urged prompt action in order to satisfy 
American opinion which opposes the identifica- 
tion of the United States with French colonial- 
ism in Southeast Asia. 

The French and Vietnamese have been unable 
to agree on the proposed “independence” 
treaties, however, and so they signed a joint 
declaration as a stopgap for Mr. Dulles’s benefit. 

The very fact that the negotiations have not 
been eompleted is the tipoff that France is as 
reluctant as ever to grant “total” independence. 
For “total” independence no long negotiations 
would be needed, and the necessary documents 
could be signed in 10 minutes. What the French 
propose, however, is not a simple treaty of in- 
dependence, but two treaties, each dependent 
on the other, both forming the foundation of 
French-Vietnanfese “relations. 

The first treaty would grant what is described 
as “total” independence, and the second would 
provide for joint French-Vietnamese control, 
within the ‘scope of the French Union, of mili- 
tary, economic and cultural affairs. Needless to 
say, it is over the terms of the second treaty 
that the French and Vietnamese leaders have 
been unable to agree? — 

One treaty to grant “total” independence and 
one to take it away may strike French diplomats 
as a neat trick. But.do they really think many 
people will be fooled? As far as the United 
States is concerned, our policy-makers ought to

base their decisions on substance and not appear- 
ances, And the substance of this matter is that 
France still refuses to grant or even promise 
Indochina real independence. , 
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Into the Realm of. Giants 


Attorney General Brownell is tackling an 
eight-cylinder, high-compression puzzle in the 
field of monopoly investigation. He has ordered 
the Justice Department to check the “developing 
pattern of concentration” in the auto industry. 

Mr. Brownell does not prejudge the industry. 
He says the inquiry is intended to discover 
if concentration is the result of competition or 
suppression of competition. There is the puzzle. 

Recent months have brought congressional 
demands for such an investigation, along with 
increasingly stiff auto sales competition, reduced 
profits and mergers of hard-hit independents, 
protests against manufacturers’ sales pressure 
by some dealers and shifts in sales leadership. 

So far this year Ford and General Motors 
have produced about 83 per cent of all autos 
made, against about 67 per cent last year. In re- 
porting higher profits, G.M. has just announced 
it is selling cars at a record rate. 

Ford, however, has increased production even 
more than G.M. and claims to have bested G.M.’s 
Chevrolet in top sales. Meanwhile, G.M.’s higher- 
priced Buick is said to have ousted: Chrysler's 
Plymouth from its accustomed third spot in sales. 

These trends have left the Big Three pro- 
ducers closer to becoming a Big Two and One 
Fourth. Chrysler has around 12 per cent of the 
total market this year. The independents—Stude- 
baker, Nash-Hudgon, Kaiser-Willys and Packard 
—are left with a minute 4 per cent. 

Are these the results of monopoly or competi- 
tion? Ford and General Motors say it is compe- 
tition, and the American tendency to favor 
standard brands at low prices is certainly not a 
monopolistic practice. Actually Ford and G.M. 
have been shooting at each other in the high- 
powered sales contest, though they have also 
knocked off the sales of everybody else. 

To the buying public, this sort of competition 
raises some of the hopes and problems of buying 
a limousine with payment deferred. Pressure for 
sales should mean more for the consumer's 
money. But in the long run, competition cannot 
wipe out all the independents, or result in dual 
control of the auto market, if real competition 
is to continue. Mr. Brownell said as much: 


It is the American philosophy that free- 
dom and progress are best served by multi- 
ple centers of activity rather than by undue 
concentrations of power. 


For the auto industry, the question is whether 
the concentrations are “undue.” Owners of more 
than 55,000,000 aytos and trucks would appreci- 
ate a helpful answer from the Justice Department.

The suspension of Dr. Robert Op- 
penheimer for “security” review was a 
sensational manifestation, at the high- 
est levels of our military scientific ef- 
fort, of difficulties in the “security” 
procedure which had already appeared, 
on a more modest plane, in the cases of 
the suspended scientists of the Signal 
Corps Engineering Laboratories at Fort 
Monmouth. 


For that reason, the recent report on 
the whole Fort Monmouth episode, by a 
special committee 
of the Federation 
of American Scien- 
tists, deserves very 
careful reading and 
reflection. 

That the trained 
scientific worker 
has become one of 
the most critical 
elements in any 
adequate military 
organization or de-, 
fense establishment 
is today beyond dis- 
pute. 

That men posses- 
sing these difficult 
skills are seldom of a military bent of 
mind is a matter of common observa- 
tion. They cannot ordinarily be pro- 
duced by the regimented training tech- 
niques and disciplines used to develop 
military commanders. 


‘A Positive Problem as Well’ 


They do not work easily or fruitfully 
under military organization; they do not 
think like military men, and they can— 
as the cases.of Nunn, May and Fuchs 
showed—develop tragically exaggerated 
ideas of the social responsibilities with 
which their scientific skills endow them. 


The necessity for enlisting such men 
in the most secret councils of the mili-

_ tary establishment presents a security 


problem. The report on Fort Monmouth 
of the scientists’ committee stresses its 
reality and its difficulty. 

That the Communists have tried, and 
on certain known occasions (as with 
Fuchs) succeeded, in exploiting their 
rather special type of psychology to 
serve the ends of Communist conspiracy 
is apparent. 

But in addition to the negative securi- 
ty problem, they present a positive 
problem as well. Men of the necessary 
attainments do not grow on trees; it is 
hard to get enough of them, at best, in 
government service. 


In the over-all problem of providing 
genuine security for the United States 
it is necessary not only to screen out of 
secret work persons who present a real 
risk of espionage or disloyalty. 

It is even more necessary to bring 
into secret work, and keep there under 
conditions of support and security con- 

«ducive toward effective production, 
persons who can alone do the scientific 
jobs that are vitally required to be done. 


‘Under the Flog of Headlines

A money figure can be guessed at; 
without use of secret material it would 
be impossible even to guess at the re- 


tardation in the development of such 


things as radar screen devices, elec- 
tronic communication and guidance 


systems and so on, but it cannot have 


been negligible. 

The damage to the morale of all civil- 
fan scientific workers at Monmouth 
and other military installations, the 
added difficulties in future recruftment, 
the worsening of the always difficult 
relationship between scientific produc- 
tion and military command, are impon- 
derables. 

But. they are part of the costs which 
this episode involved. 


In return, no case of suspected es- 
pionage was developed. No case of even 
a “Fifth Amendment Communist” was 
produced among those now or recently 
employed at Monmouth. 


The vast mass of the charges leading 
to these suspensions and disruptions 
were charges of prior “association”; 
many trivial in themselves, many of 
them heard and dismissed on previous 
occasions, many given implications for 
which there was no warrant, while those 
which were of more serious character 
were uniformly denied under oath (at 
imminént risk of prosecution for per- 
jury) by the subjects. 


McCarthy Terror as a Spur 


It is impossible to believe that this 
whole process, initiated by Army secur- 
fty officers under the stimulus of the 
McCarthy terror on the one hand and 
the Administration’s undertaking, on the 
other, to review all “risks” surviving 
from the Truman era, contributed in 
the slightest way either to eliminating 
the negative danger of espionage or se- 
curing the positive need for effective 
scientific work in behalf of military de- 
velopment. 


If this conclusion be accepted, it 
seems to me that the scientists’ commit- 
tee has put its finger on the central 
cause of the trouble. 


The whole study; the committee sug- 
gests, raises a question as to the ‘“com- 
petence” of the security officers who 
prepared and brought such charges in 
a situation as delicate and difficult from 
the national defense viewpoint as this 
one of military-scientific relations. 

It is not enough to say (as the scien- 
tists’ committee does say) that the pro- 
cedure for hearing the charges is fair. 


Individuals, Government Hurt 


It is still slow, financially burdensome 
on the acqused, and even though it ends 
by restoring him to duty it cannot itself 


restore him to the security clearance | 


which is the scientist’s authority to do 
the work for which he was trained as 
well as the prerequisite for a useful 
career even in private employment, 


No matter how fairly dealt with, the 
bringing of unnecessary charges can in 
itself be disastrous not only to the in- 
dividual but to the Government’s re- 
cruitment of imaginative, freely working 
and vigorous research technicians. 

Every employer, above all the Gov- 
ernment, must have the right to throw 
out any employe whose integrity, mo- 
tives and trustworthiness he has reason 
to suspect. 


But such determinations cannot safe-

OW CAN WE win peace when nations are building hydrogen 
bombs? As I see it, there are three things that are needed: 
First, we must work as rapidly as possibly toward a 
reliable agreement among the major powers not to engage in war 
against each other, or in any other war that any of these nations 
may declare is against its vital jnterests. 


This would in effect mean an 
agreement to limit wars to in- 
ternational police actions such 
as may be necessary to keep or- 
der between nations. Within 
this agreement there would be 
ample room for orderly changes 
under international law. 

Second, until such an agree- 
ment is reached as many free 
nations as will unite can let 
others know that military action 
against their clearly defined 
vital interests will be met by 
appropriate resistance. 

The third condition is the 
most important for bringing 
peace that will endure. It is 
that every nation shall actively 
educate its citizens to the vital 
need for co-operation among its 
component groups and between 
nation and nation.

In hydrogen weapons, no one 
knows the relative position. The 
Soviet hydrogen explosion last 
August was of very great power, 
bu® that does not prove that it 
has been put in weapon form. 
The Russians, however, claim 
that they have it in weapon form

Furthermore it might not be 
an involvement in Indochina 
only. There is the gravest risk, 
almost a certainty, that any in- 
tervention in Indochina would 
cause intervention by the Chi- 
nese. The United States then 
would have to carry out its 
threat of massive retaliation 
against the Chinese. 


War in China. 


If the Chinese have to be 
fought, it would be better to 
fight them in China, not in In- 
dochina. Indochina could swal- 
low resources of a million men. 
The United States would be 
fighting, not only the Chinese, 
but the natives of Viet Nam, and 
when it was over the main en- 
emy, in China and Russia, would 
be untouched. 


Nothing could be worse than 
to be involved under such condi- 
tions in the Far East with 
ground, air or naval forces. If 
the world is to be saved from 
Communism by the United 
States going to war, military 
authorities believe that we 
should not be trapped into frit- 
tering our power away in a side- 
show. 


Chinese power is of small con- 
sequence except upon its bor- 
ders. China does not have a 
navy, it cannot make amphibious 
operations, it has no long range 
air force. But as we learned in 
Korea, it is a dangerous oppo- 
nent on the ground near home. 
It is only a minor threat to For- 
mosa, the Philippines and Indo- 
nesia, militarily. 

The military planners believe 
that war with China, direct or 
second-hand through Indochina, 
should be avoided at all costs.

In Bangkok 


BANGKOK, May 2 (AP)—This 
ancient capital seethed with ex- 
citement over tonight's 12-round 
world bantamweight title fight 
in which Chanfrern Songkitrat, 
the pride of Thailand, seeks to 
wrest the crown from Australian 
Jimmy Carruthers. (The bout 
will take place at 8 a.m. Sunday, 
St. Louis time.) 

The little Australian, whose 
kangaroo wallop has cooled 11 
opponents in 19 professional 
bouts, goes into the ring against 
a rugged Bangkok police gradu- 
ate of the free-kicking, ear-pull- 
ing; eye-gouging Thai style of 
fighting. 

The fight will be broadcast 
in ‘English on shortwave radio 
(25 meters). 

It will be fought under Mar- 
quis of Queensberry rules but 
limited to 12 rounds. If it 
wasn't the heat, it might have 
been humidity that forced the 
bobtailed bout. Temperatures 
hovered around 100 degrees on 
final training days and both 
fighters waited to work out until 
the comparative cool of evening. 
In any event, the American and 
European rules requiring title 
fights to go 15 rounds do not 
apply here.

Even if the power mower had 
professional care last fail before 
it was put away, there are some 
things to which attention should 
be paid at the beginning of the 
new season by the owner-opera- 
tor himself.

Not only 
that, but it doesn’t do any- 
thing except rake. 

And my lawnmower! You 
can believe this or not, 
but I have to push it. No, 
I don’t mean just guide it. 
I actually have to push it 
to make it move and cut 
grass. It’s positively me- 
dieval. It doesn’t even 

HIM have white sidewall tires. 
If you've taken a look at what’s happened to lawn and 
garden tools, you can see why I feel the way I do. Even 
the rakes and hoes are trimmed with chrome and painted 
up like @ circus pony, and no one would think of buying a 
tool that only does. one thing, such as rake leaves. It isn’t 
worth a hoot unless it will do everything from mulch the 
lawn to mix cake batter.

@ AS FOR LAWNMOWERS, it has been just a step from 
the lawnmower you don't have to push to the lawnmower 
you don’t even have to follow. It’s all done with electronics. 
You just guide the thing around the lawn once, to give it

@ iF YOU DON’T WANT to put the leaves back, you can 
get.an attachment that takes care of that situation, too.

When you come to an edge 
just pull a lever and a gadget drops down and the edges 
get trimmed. 

In this connection—and you might as well face it— 
nobody who is anybody gets down on his knees and trims 
edges by hand any more. You might as well be caught 
turning the soil. with a piece of flint. If your mechanized 
mower doesn’t have an attachment, you can buy an electric 
trimmer for around $50. It has a long handle like a mop. 
You just guide it around, and you'll never be bothered with 
ecraggly edges. There’s even a model for the underprivi- 
leged. It isn’t mechanized and you have to push it, but it 
eosts only $29.50. 
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The ne plus ultra, of course, is the little lawn 
and garden tractor. , This is a utility tractor which 
does everything. There are models you walk be- 
hind; and models you can ride.

Wrestling With Problem, Still Searching for Answers

WASHINGTON, May 1. 


HIS is the story of the big- 

gest housekeeping problem 

created by the atomic age. 
It’s the problem—virtyally un- 
known except to the scientists 
who wrestle with it—of atomic 
garbage: the most dangerous, 
most expensive, hardest-to-han- 
dle waste known to man. 


We're producing such garbage 
in huge quantities right now and 
we don’t know how to get rid of 
it. Amazing ingenuity is being 
applied to’ deal with its hazards, 
but unless we learn to handle it 
better, Government experts ad- 
mit that such dreams as cheap 
atomic power may remain 
dreams. | 

Other scientists go further. 
They say that unless new dump- 
ing grounds for this garbage are 
found—perhaps as distant as 
Mars or Venus—we could even 
run the risk of making our plan- 
et “uninhabitable for future gen- 
erations.” 

The Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion is far less pessimistic. It 
feels that the alternative to mas- 
tering the atomic wast® problem 
is not the contamination of the 
earth, the oceans or the atmos- 
phere. It believes that the prob- 
lem can be licked and that the 


Government would, of course, 


curtail atomic energy develop- 
ment rather than create the risk 
of widespread contamination. 

But no one disagrees that 
atomic garbage is a headache of 
cosmic proportions. 

What is atomic garbage? How 
dangerous is it? Why is its dis- 
posal such a headache? How 
much of it has accumulated? 
How rapidly are we amassing 
more? Where is it being kept 
and are the storage places per- 
manent or temporary? What 
precautions have been taken to 
keep it from leaking into the 
water we drink and the air we 
breathe? What new tricks is 
science hatching to confine this 
evi genie in a bigger, better 
bottle or perhaps to dump it 
where it can do no harm? 


Such questions seem less ur- 
gent than the plight of radio- 
active Japanese fishermen or 
the control of the H-bomb, but 
they may be more fateful in the 
long run. Man ‘can make his 
worst headache, the H-bomb, 
relatively harmless simply by 
agreeing not to set it off. 
But radioactivity—the dangerous 
ingredient of atomic waste— 


cannot be turned on or off by’ 


human will. Once created, even 
for the most peaceful purposes, 
it often sticks around in malig- 
nant form for a long time. 
Wherever there is enough. of it, 
no ill will is necessary to turn 
it into a killer. A miscalcula- 
tion, an accident or a foolish de- 
cision could do it, at least on a 
local scale.

HAVE just been briefed on 

this fantastic conflict between 

man and nature by experts of 
the Atomic Energy Commission. 
Of all the close-mouthed agen- 
cies in Washington, the AEC 
has the reputation of being the 
most rd@luctant to disclose the 
time of day, but on the prob- 
lem of radioactive waste I found 
its scientists remarkably frank 
and even eager to talk. 


Perhaps the  best-informed 
man on the subject is a former 
St. Louisan, Dr. Walter D. 
Claus, the easy-going, imagina- 
tive chief of the biophysics 
branch in the division of biol- 
ogy and medicine. It’s his job 
to keep us safe from the dan- 
gers of radioactivity and I 
asked him whether the accumu- 
lation of “hot” waste was any- 
thing to worry about. 


“I'm very worried about it,” 
he said. “Not about what we 
have but how to proceed rapidly 
from here in a. safe way. As 
long as we -have only bomb 
production we're in a relatively 
small field, but when we begin 
looking toward atomic reactors 
to make power we're on an en- 
tirely new scale.” ees 

Dr. Claus, who got his doc- 
torate in physics from Washing- 
ton University in 1931, peered 
across his tiny, crowded office 
in one of those barracks-like 
“temporary” buildings that are 
as permanent as anything in 
Washington and continued: 

“From a purely moral stand- 
point it’s not the kind of legacy 
we eae they leave our children.

mean that the world will blow 
up. It could mean, however, 
that we are creating too much 
radioactivity for safe, econom- 
ical handling. And if this hap- 


pens, the atomic age—that is, . 


the large-scale harnessing of 
atomic energy for massive 
peaceful jobs like making elec- 
tricity—might heve to be cur- 
tailed. AEC experts doubt 
whether it will come to that, 
but others, including Dr. James 
B. Conant, ex-president of Har- 
vard, have predicted that it 
could. 


It would be a little like having 
the city dump become so big 
that its health dangers would 
threaten to drive us from our 
homes. Long before this hap- 
pens, we'd want to stop dumping 
whatever causes the dump to 
balloon. 


One might believe that the 
answer to the atomic garbage 
problem. was to find new uses 
for the stuff. Laboratories are 
constantly finding them. Some 
have became valuable medicines. 
Others are used for tests in in- 
dustry. They may help manufac- 
ture chemicals and_ sterilize 
foods and drugs that might be 
stored indefinitely without re- 
frigeration. Some day they may 
even heat your home. ; 


But no matter how resource- 
fully science. ferrets out new 
uses for atomic waste it still isn’t 
coming to grips with the real 
problem: how to dispose of the 
radioactivity which the stuff 
gives off. 


“We don’t eliminate any of it 
by using it,” Dr. Claus ex- 
plgined. “We just increase its 
economic value so we can afford 
to spend more money to get rid 
of it when it has outlived its 


usefulness.” 
— 
T ing situation is the longevity 
of radiation. Each radioac- 
tive material has a life span as 
predictable as the rising of the 
sun. The radioactivity decays at 
speeds ranging from seconds to 
centuries. You can’t smell it, 
see it or touch it, but no amount 
of use or tinkering will hasten 
its death. Once produced, it 
must be babied for the rest of 
its natural life. 

With small aniounts of short- 
lived materials, this is no prob- 
lem. Radioisotopes with a low 
level of activity which are used 
in factories arid hospitals can 
often go into ordinary sewers 
if the sewers are large 
to dilute the stuff. But at the 
AEC’s national laboratories 
there is so much of this low

National Laboratories are also 
the home of those ghostly insti- 
tutions, the smokeless smoke- 
stack and the atomic burial 
ground. Some atomic waste is

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tive that rivers and other 
sources of drinking water are 
not being contaminated. 


The burial grounds serve to 
inter such solids as glassware, 
furniture and other equipment 
too highly radioactive to be used 
further. The other day, for ex- 
ample, they demolished Building 
D at Los Alamos, N.M., where 
the nuclear charge of the first 
A-bomb was produced 11 years 
ago, and buried the radioactive 


pieces, 
T time structure. Newer AEC 
buildings are constructed so 
that they do not become radio- 
active so readily and can be de- 
contaminated, but the problem 
of Building D is not an isolated 
Paradoxically, pieces of 
such construction are usually 
painted before they are buried. 
The paint helps tie down the ra- 
dioactive substances and makes 
it safer for workmen to handle. 

Dr. Claus and his associates 
feel that this is a safe but tem- 
porary method of getting such 
materials out of the way. 

“It involves all the problems 
of a cemetery with perpetual 
care,” Dr. Claus said. “After 
several generations the ground 
is likely to become valuable for 
something else. No matter where 
you put these materials, they'll 
likely have to come up again.” 

Next there is higher-level 
waste from laboratory experi- 
ments. This is highly dangerous, 
but there is not too much of it 
after its volume is reduced by 
evaporation (at a cost of 5 to 10 
cents per gallon). It becomes a 
slurry with the consistency of 
baby food and is stored in under- 
ground steel tanks. 

“We don’t know what to do 
with it,” said Dr. Claus. “We 
just keep it, hoping someone 
will find a way to use it.” It’s 
like mother keeping a box full

out of hundreds will some day 
come in handy, except that the 
Government couldn't throw 
away its radioactive “buttons” 
if it wanted to. 


The big headache is “process 
waste,” fission products from 
the chemical plants that process 
the fuel elements of such nu- 
clear reactors as those turning 
out plutonium for bombs at 
Hanford, Wash. It is extremely 
dangerous and much of it re- 
quires generations to lose its 
potency. How much of this do 
we have? The AEC won't say 
precisely; It:says only that we 
have millions of gallons, that 
more is accumulating at the rate 
of hundreds of thousands of gal- 
lons yearly and that the amount 
kept at one storage place has 
increased by 50 per cent in 
three years. 
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T COSTS 40 cents to $2 per 

gallon merely to buy storage 

space for the stuff. The facili- 
ties at Hanford alone have a 
capacity of 67,000,000 gallons 
and cost $27,000,000. There are 
other deposits of process waste 
at. Oak Ridge, Los Alamos, the 
National Reactor Testing Sta- 
tion at Idaho where work toward 
the atomic submarine was done, 
and at the former Lake Ontario 
Ordnance Works not far from 
Buffalo, N. Y. None is kept ex- 
cept in strictly fenced and pa- 
trolled installations on Govern- 
ment reservations. 


How safe is it for us to live 
in the same country with mil- 
lions of gallons of the stuff? 


“We have the situation well 
under control at the present 
time,” said Dr. Claus. 


This means that all possible 
sources of hazard have been 
considered, including sabotage 
(“there are more profitable 
things to sabotage,” according 
to a. Claus) and direct hits by 

mbs. 


“If a storage area is hit by a 
bomb, it'd be a mess but it 
would be a local mess,” Dr. 
Claus feels. “It would be just 
as if an A-bomb had struck but 
I'd consider it one of the minor 
hazards of atomic warfare. Even 
if our tanks were.to disintegrate, 
the stuff would not migrate very 
far. I think we'd be much more 
worried by a hit on a reactor.” 


The highly unlikely prospect 
of an earthquake around a place 
like Hanford is a source of some 
concern, but none of these con- 
tingencies bothers the scientists 
nearly as much as the circum- 
stance that present methods of 
tucking away process waste, no 
matter how safe, are not perma- 
nent solutions. ; 


“All we accomplish. by tank 
storage is to buy some time,” 
I was told by Joseph A. Lieber- 
man, one of the AEC engineers 
concerned with finding . better 
answers. 


Process waste is stored in 

“tank farms.” The tanks are five 

to seven feet underground so the 

soil can act as radiation shield- 

ing.

failures of tanks, but small leaks 
have been detected in some. 
Some pipes leading to the tanks 
also are beginning to deterior- 
ate. 


“We are faced with the prob- 
lem of expanding and eventually 
replacing tank facilities,” said 
Dr. Claus. This is no small mat- 
ter when you consider that it 
arises after only a small fraction 
of the lifetime of the garbage 
has passed; that it costs up to 
$2 per gallon to put it on the 
shelf; and that if atomic power 
plants such as the one recently 
authorized for the Duquesne 
Light Co. in Pittsburgh are suc- 
cessful and are to be built all 
over the country, the problems 
of accumulation and dispersion 
of this incredible garbage would 
skyrocket enormously. 


Hundreds of scientists in Gov- 
ernment, university and private 
laboratories, working under AEC 
contracts, are plotting to ease 
this mouriting burden. Their 
chief attacks are three-fold: to 
reduce the volume of atomic 
garbage to a minimum; to pack- 
age it better, and to find per- 
manent dumping grounds. 


One way to decimate the bulk 
of contaminated solids is to in- 
cinerate them. But since the 
residual radioactive ashes must 
be retained, as well as gases 
from the combustion, it has cost 
up to 50 cents a pound to per- 
form this trick in existing in- 
cinerators. Now the United 
States Bureau of Mines has de- 
veloped a more efficient model 
in which combustion is the tor- 
nado-like result of a continuous 
flow of high-velocity air. But 
this still creates a new disposal 
problem (the incinerator itself 
becomes highly radioactive and 
eventually must go). It. also 
won't get rid of the troublesome 
process waste. 


* * * 


T BROOKHAVEN they are 
A experimenting with a prom- 

ising way of returning these 
most dangerous wastes to nature. 
They have baked them into clay 
briquettes at temperatures of 
about 800 degrees centigrade. 
The clay soaks up the radio- 
activity somewhat as hot toast 
absorbs butter, but there is an 
important difference. The clay 
won't leak. The marriage cre- 
ated between it and the radia- 
tion is undivorceable. The bri- 
quettes are buried in natural 
occurring beds of similar mate- 
rial and the radiation is immo- 
bilized. Even an earthquake 
rupturing the burial ground 
won't set it free. But the bri- 
quettes remain “hot” and must 


be securely isolated for decades 
or more. 

So’ where can process waste 
be taken to shift for itself? It 
should not be shot into space 
because some day there may be 
interplanetary travel. Deep aban- 
doned oil wells have been con- 
sidered, but there may be dan- 
ger of seepage into other wells. 
So some scientists are putting 
their main hopes on another di- 
mension. 


“My feeling,” said Dr. Claus, 
“is that the greatest potential 
possibility is in the sea.”

OR SOME TIME the Coast 

Guard has dumped into the 

ocean wastes packaged in con- 
crete and then sealed in drums. 
The drums are presumably rest- 
ing peacefully between one-half 
and one mile below the surface, 
but doubts have been raised 
about this method because once 
material is thus released, control 
over it has slipped away. 


Dr. Claus is reassuring on 
this score. 


» “If everything we have re- 
leased into the sea to date were 
unleashed,” he _ said, “there 
wouldn't even be enough ace 
tivity to be detected on the 
surface.” 


Using the seas as a gigantic 
diluting pot for huge quantities 
of atomic garbage is something 
else again, yet that’s what sci- 
entists are thinking about. Dr. 
Claus reported that they don’t 
just want to throw overboard 
packages of the stuff but that 
they’re thinking of big tank 
barges that would release 
liquids in various places at vari- 
ous depths. 

Plans are under way for 
oceanographic institutes to study 
this scheme for the AEC and 
the questions that will have to 
be answered are staggering, in 
view of man’s limited knowledge 
of the behavior of the sea. 

How do you get enough radio- 
activity experimentally into the 
sea to study what happens to it? 
Can large concentrations of it 
be kept away from shore lines? 
How would it affect fish and 
other sea organisms? Can ft be 
kept out of shipping lanes? 
What are the currents to which 
such a delicate job can be en- 
trusted? And what is the inter- 
national law that might be in- 
volved? Could other nations 
raise charges in the United 
Nations that the United States 
is contaminating the oceans 
even though this is not the in- 
tent of the scientists? 

Years will be required before 
the answers are in. Meanwhile, 
the atomic age ticks on.

Spring Wildflowers 
In Woods and Fields

NE thing we must rediscover each spring is the rapid- 
Qs with which many wildflower species bloom and‘ dis- 

appear. True enough, they are immediately followed by 
other and equally beautiful blossoms. Yet if we miss getting

be some flowers that we 
miss entirely. One of 
these is the trout lily or 
dog-tooth violet, which 
puts up its pairs of brown- 
flecked leaves in great 
beds across the woodland 
floor.

The disappearance of a single flower, however, cannot 
dampen our enjoyment of the whole spring festival in fields 
and woodlands. As the Dutchman's breeches and golden 
corydalis disappear, they are replaced by phlox and ane- 
monella. Spring beauty is more lasting, opening a’fresh 
each morning all during late March and April. Yet such 
flowers are the exception rather than the rule. Our big 
beds of bluebells along the creek, which were especially 
showy this spring, have faded and are dropping their blos- 
soms. But now in their place come the dainty hepatica and 
columbine, the shooting star and showy fire pink. So the 
thing to do is to be abroad in the country as often as you 
can and enjoy each blossom in its turn.

All over town, in churches and community 
agencies, groups have sprung up to provide fellowship and ways 
to keep busy for the older segment of the population with time 


on its hands. 

Some are clubs, going in for 
culture or crafts. Some are cen- 
ters, offering everything from 
television to therapy. Some 
combine worship services with 
activity programs. Some meet 
in the morning, some in the 
evening, others all day. Nearly 
all are for both men and women. 

But this one thing they have 
in common: they aren't matri- 
monial bureaus. Anyone who 
comes in search of a husband or 
wife is quickly discouraged. 

Not that romance hasn’t a 
chance. Some of the members 
have married others they have 
met at the social gatherings. 
But for the most part the clubs 
offer merely fellowship and a 
chance to get away from the 
often-drab routine of life, espe- 
cially for widows and ers 
whose families are grown and 
who today have little to occupy 
their minds and their days. 


They have dong far more than 
that, however. Read the case 
histories: 

An 80-year-old man, without 
a living relative to care for him, 
lay fatally ill in a St. Louis 
hospital, His only visitors were 
members of the club he had 
joined a few months earlier. 
They sent cards, took him bas- 
kets of fruit. In answer to a 
card sent in the name of the 
club itself, he wrote, “It will 
never be forgotten, the friendly 
feeling that was in-that card.” 

A woman who had refused to 
go out of her house for three 
years after her husband’s death 
was persuaded finally to visit a 
friendship group. Today, she is 
one of the happiest members, 
participates in the club’s activi- 
ties, and has overcome com- 
pletely a fear of being with 
people. 

Another wrote, “I don’t think 
anyone could go anywhere and 
have so much fun for so little 
money.”

Grand boulevard. With a mem- 
bership of more than 300, about 
half that number arrive each 
Friday evening at 8 and ‘spend 
more than two hours playing 
games, dancing, watching a mo- 
tion picture or “just talking.” 


The group was organized in 
January, 1953, as a class in the 
Y.M.C.A.’s School for Informal 
Education. But no one would 
come. The fifth meeting of the 
class attracted only two mem- 
bers. So, under the direction 
of Robert Foster, membership 


secretary, it was changed into 
a club and within a few weeks 
the attendance had grown to 65. 

Members range in age from 
40 to 83, with the average about 
55. They come from as far away 
as Festus and Granite City. Only 
one married couple attends. The 
rest are single, mostly widows 
and widowers. Some are pro- 
fessional men. Some are home- 
makers. Nearly all live alone 
and find their only social con- 
tacts through the Friendship 
Group. Mrs. Mabel Moran, 
president, is a one-woman wel- 
coming committee, and makes 
Bure that every newcomer meets 
others and joins in the program. 


In addition to their Friday 
evening meetings, they fre- 
quently charter a special bus for 
an outing or take a cruise on 
the river. 

There are no dues, but money 
is taken from a contributions 
jar for refreshments and 
flowers. The group gave $75 to 
the Y.M.C.A. membership drive 
and collected Christmas cards to 
be used in a therapy program 
for polio victims.

IMILAR in its program is 

the Y Club at the Young 

Women’s Christian Associa- 
tion. Although it began at Mis- 
souri Baptist Hospital as a social 
club for orderlies, nurses’ aids 
and other staff members, the 
club has opened its membership 
rolls now to any who wants to 
attend. Average age is between 
40 and 50, with some younger 
than 40 and a few over 60. 

The club meets at 8 p.m. the 
third Saturday of each month 
at the Y.W.C.A., 1411 Locust 
street. Its members prefer 
skits, amateur shows and party 
games to cards. 

Average age of the Golden 
Age Club at Second Presbyter- 
ian Church is 70, with the eld- 
est, nearly 90, coming to the 
meeting each week on a bus 
from far out in the county. The 
club, directed by Mrs. Dean F. 
Davies, religious education di- 
rector of the church, meets 
at 3 p.m. each Wednesday at 
the church, 4501 Westminster 
place. 

“Many “of them have devoted 
all their time to their families,” 
said Mrs. Davies, “and now that 
the families are grown and 
away from home, there is a long 
bridge to gap.

NE of the oldest—in club 
() years if not in members’ ages 

—is the Fireside Club of Pil- 
grim Congregational Church. In- 
spired by a letter to the Martha 
Carr column of the Post-Dis- 
patch, in which the reader 
asked why churches didn’t plan 
social groups for those over 30, 
the assistant pastor of the church 
started the Fireside Club more 
than. 10 years ago. It meets at 
7:30 p.m. the second and fourth 
Sundays at the church, 826 
Union boulevard, for programs 
of games and informal entertain- 
ment. 

“So many are so lonely,” said 
Mrs. Grace Stiver, an officer of 
the club. “All we are trying to 
do is to help overcome that. We 
usually have over 100 at our 
meetings, although we have gone 
as high as 250. Like the other 
clubs for single men and women, 
we are not a matrimonial bu- 
reau, but there have been more 
than 25 marriages within the 
group.” 

A center where the elderly 
may pursue their hobbies was 
opened recently at the St. Louis 
Chronic Hospital, 5600 .Arsenal 
street. Although the program is 
housed in a part of the east sec- 
tion of the hospital, it is open 
to everyone, according to Ans 
thony Salamone, director of the 
adult education center of St. 
Louis University and chairman 
of the Greater St. Louis Com- 
mittee on Aging. 

Known as-the St. Louis Cen- 
ter for Senior Citizens, the de- 
partment is open from noon to 
10 p.m. each day, including Sun-

Many other churches of the 
St. Louis area have recognized 
the problém of providing rec- 
reation and social activities for 
older people, it was revealed in 
a survey sponsored by the Adult 
and Family Life Commission of 
the Metropolitan Churrh Fed- 
eration and conducted by Mrs. 
Theodore C. Braun. Of 100 
questionnaires returned, 12 min- 
isters said they had organiza- 
tions specifically for adults; 15 
have rooms set aside in the 
church for older people; 36 pro- 
vide transportation to church 
services; 24 offer special coun- 
seling. Of the 100 who an- 
swered the questionnaire, 70 
expressed concern about the 
problem. Of those who said 
they were not interested, all 
but one pointed that in their, 
suburban churches the problem 
of the aged does not exist at 
the present time. 


* * * 
HE survey revealed that 20 
per cent of the membership 
in older city churches is over 
65; only 5 per cent of the subur- 
ban church membership is past 
that age. 


One church, Bethel Evangel- 
ical and Reformed, has a voca- 
tional guidance and placement 
service, which serves the aged 
as well as young people. Oak 
Hill Presbyterian has a credit 
union and sponsors a club for 
retired men which meets at 2 
p.m. each Thursday at the 
church, 4101 Connecticut ave- 
nue. 

In an article published in the 
International Journal of Relig- 
ious Education, Mrs. Braun re- 
viewed results of the question- 
naire. 


“Unlike our children, who 
have an increasing amount of 
extracurricular interests and 
whose days are filled with school 
and club affairs, these older 
adults have time on their hands 
and are eager and willing to 
make the best use of their leis- 
ure hours,” Mrs. Braun wrote. 


“They crave fellowship. Who 
can give them this feeling of be- 
longing, this sense of being of 
use, this assurance that the in- 
dividual is important in the sight 
of God and man, to be respected 
and loved, even though he is 
old and a bit worn?... 


“In all of these groups, the 
casual visitor cannot help but 
note the joyous spirit of the 
group, the healthy laughter, the 
youthful jesting, the aliveness 
and alertness of the old people. 
True, the writer of Proverbs was 
right when he said, ‘A broke™ 
spirit drieth the bones.’ But in 
the very same verse he says, ‘A 
merry heart doeth good like 
medicine.’ 


“Our doctors tell us that half 
the ills of older people are 
mental, a result of fear and 
loneliness and a feeling of_in- 
security. The church cgn g0 a 
far away in helping older people 
by giving them a faith which 
casts out fear, but also by giv- 
ing them a merry heart which 
prevents and cures illness.”

DURING THE WAR the engi- 
neers arranged things so that 
we could push a button and talk 
to all four networks in this 
country in less than five sec- 
onds.

TOKYO (INS)—The growing 
stature of Red China’s Mao Tse- 
tung as a leader of international 
communism is becoming more 
apparent daily in Radio Peiping 
broadcasts. 

Since Stalin died, many ob- 
servers in Japan have held Mao 
to be more the proper leader of 
the Communist movement than 
the Soviet’s own Premier Malen- 
kov.

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U.S. Airmen in France Still Wait 
For Promised Housing Projects 


Dispute Over Length of Occupancy Ties Up 
Near-Base Construction — Some 
Would Be Too Far Away.

PARIS, May 1—United States 
Air Force personnel stationed 
in France are still waiting for 
those nice apartments that 
Washington has been talking 
about for nearly two years. 

All of these apartments wefe 


supposed to be built by private | 


French contractors under an of- 
ficial five-year rental guaran- 
tee from the United States Gov- 
ernment. 

This guarantee was supposed 
to cover a fair part of the build- 
ing cost, making it possible for 
the contractors to amortize the 
rest by later renting the apart- 
ments to Frenchmen at the 
rents prevalent in France. 

There was a big catch in this 
plan as far as the Air Force 
was concerned. The apartments 
had to be built in neighborhoods 
where there would be a good 
chance of renting them to 
French families at a reasonable 
figure if the Americans actually 
left at the end of five years. 


Some Out in the Sticks. 


It happens that many of the 
USAF bases are out in the 
sticks, where the normal de- 
mand for fine apartments would 
be next to nil. ' 

One solution was to boost the 
United States guarantee to seven 
years in the case of isolated 
projects. A Congressional dele- 
gation once approved of this 
idea. Then it was decided that 
five years would have to be the 
limit, 

The result is that only one 
project is actually under con- 
struction. This is a 410-unit 
complex at Chateauroux, south of 


Orleans, which will be ready for 
occupancy this summer. 

It is probable that projects of 
limited size can be started soon 
at Bordeaux and Chaumont. At 
Toul, where housing conditions 
have been a long-standing scan- 
dal, it appears impossible to ar- 
range anything. 

Some Easy, Others Not. 

It probably will be possible to 
get a project at Dreux and it 
should be easy to arrange one at 
\Orly, on the outskirts of Paris, 
‘It will be difficult at Evreux, 
site of another base west of Paris. 
and it is unknown whether ar- 
rangements can be made at 
Laon, one of the earliest bases 
to be occupied by an American 
unit. ® 

Meanwhile, United States of- 
ficers are driving as much as 
100 miles a day between their 
bases and houses which they rent 
in distant towns or villages at 
sky-high rates. Their wives con- 
tinue to cart their children miles 
between home and school. Many 
families have gone broke becauge 
of the high rents which they pay. 

It is generally believed the 
problem could be solved if Con- 
gress would approve a seven-year 
guarantee in outlying spots. 
Since the Air Force is obviously 
planning to spend far more than 
that time in France it might 
easily turn out to be a highly 
economical measure.

LOS ANGELES, May 1— 
This sprawling metropolis, once 
heralded as the sun queen of 
the golden west, is now a city 
of tears. 

The sun shines as often as it 
did a decade ago, but it often 
fails to penetrate the acrid 
vaporized blanket known as 
smog — a smog that is suffi- 
ciently eye-smarting to cause 
real tears for the hundreds of 
thousands of Angelinos who live 
or work in the heart of the smog 
belt. 

When St. Louis had a similar 
problem years ago, it found the 
cause of the smog, passed a 
smoke control ordinance to re- 
quire the use of stokers for soft 
coal, and took other stern action | 
that made the air clean and. 
wholesome once again. Mayor 
Raymond R. Tucker first re-| 
ceived civic acclaim as the) 
Smoke Commissioner who'| 
helped rid the city of the foul | 
blight. 

Blame rather than acclaim {fs | 
the key word here. | 

The fog rolls in from the! 
coast to mix with gasoline va-| 
pors, smoke and dust. While | 
the whole concoction hangs 
heavy over the heads of the city 
fathers, the Babel of accusations 
and cross-charges goes on! 
apace. with little visible in the 
way of any effective action. 
Property values in the areas of 
heavy smog—including Holly- 
wood—have gone down, doctors 
speak solemnly of smog as 
> shortening lives and contribut- 
ing to lung cancer, thousands of 
residents are moving out into 
the outer regions, as well as 
business firms. And the talk is 
incessant. 

Many Committees Formed. 

Innumerable committees have 
been formed, both official and 
unofficial, but there appears to

BUILDING PROGRAM 


One Billion to Be Spent on 
Free Highways in 
Eight Years. 


COLUMBUS, O., May 1 (UP) 
—Ohio is moving into the 
greatest construction program 
in its history. 


Tentative plans are for spend- 
ing one billion dollars on free 
highways in the next eight years 
with almost as much on turn- 
pikes. 


_ Key to the free road program 


is a $500,000,000 highway bond 
issue approved by the voters last 
November. The bonds will be fi- 
nanced from a one-cent-per-gal- 
lon increase in the gasoline tax 
and from the axle-mile tax on 
trucks, a tax based on the num- 
ber of axles and distance trav- 
eled. 

Regular revenues during the 
eight years, in which the bonds 
are issued, will reach about half 
a billion dollars according to 
Gov. Frank J. Lausche. He said 
this money would come from the 
state’s share of the gasolime tax 
and from matching funds from 
the federal and local govern- 


ments. 

A $326,000,000 turnpike is now 
being built across northern Ohip, 
running roughly from Youngs- 
town to Toledo. Plans are under- 
way to build another turnpike 
running from Conneaut, in the 
northeastern tip of the state,

OIL BOOM SPURS

WEST GERMANY 


BONN, May 1 (AP)—There is 
an oil boom in West Germany. 

With crude oil production 
already at a record level, the 
Germans are bringing in new 
wells from the North Sea area 
to the Swiss frontier. 

The richest new finds are in 
the Emsland area near the 
Dutch border. Sizable deposits 
have been found in the north- 
ernmost state of Schleswig- 
Holstein, in Hesse and in the 
upper Rhine region between 
Frankfurt and Basel, Switzer- 
land. 

More than 100 rigs are at 


work prospecting for new dis- 


coveries as the Germans bid 
for supremacy among European 
oil producing nations. West 
Germany now ranks second only 
to Austria in oil output in 
Western Europe. 

West German oil production 
exceeded 2,000,000 torfs last 
year for the first time in his- 
tory. German wells now pro- 
duce about one-third of the 
nation’s total oil needs. Oil re- 
serves are estimated at 51,000,- 
000 tons or more.

TOKYO (AP)—Red China of 
late has given rather strong 
inklings that all is not well with 
thé massive effort to change 
over millions of peasant farm- 
ers into collectivized Communist 
groups. Recent Peiping broad- 
casts have said in so many words 
that many of these farmers just 
naturally prefer to work and 
sell on their own for private 
profit. 

The broadcasts also speak of: 

Poor leadership; antiquated 
farming methods; inability to 
get over the Communist idea be- 
cause the masses are unedu- 
cated; hostility of “middle peas- 
ants” who have experienced the 
role of “private owners”; peas- 
ant dislike of force; the neces- 


sity of making “low interest 
loans” and offering’ other gov- 


ernment inducements; a _ tend- 
ency toward corruption in dis- 
tributing the earnings under a 
collectiviged system. 


ISRAEL EXPANDING ITS FARMS 


TEL-AVIV (AP) — Experts 
think Israel can grow all her 
own food within seven years. To 
do so she would have to add 
51,000 farm units and multiply 
irrigation by four. The farm 
population would be doubled. 
Government policy backs the 
program. Bad farm practice is 
a legal offense. One collective 
farm was fined recently for pro- 
moting erosion by failure’to. use 
contour plowing. 

Meanwhile, efforts are’ being 
made to expand home grown 
foods. To supplement meager 
meat supplies, poultry projects 
are being expanded. About a 
1,000,000 chickens a month go 
to a population of 1,700,000. 


U.S, AID FACTOR IN CURBING 
COMMUNISM IN PHILIPPINES 


MANILA (AP)—A report on

About 800,000 of Florida's 
1,300,000 eligible voters are ex- 
pected to cast ballots. 

Should a runoff be necessary, | 
it will be held May 25. 

Republicans, despite captur-| 
ing Florida for President Eisen- | 
hower in 1952, do not even fig- 
ure this time although they will | 
be voting on their own nomina- | 
tions. Only token opposition will 
result in the Governor’s race. 

The G.O.P., however, is ex- 
pected to make a strong show- 
ing in the November general 
election in the first and seventh 
congressional districts where 
Democratic congressmen Court- 
ney Campbell and James A.

where once lived a strange for- 
eign tribe of Indians; and the 
Kettle Moraine area, famous for 
the rugged beauty of its serpen- 
time hills and 100-foot-deep 
“kettles.” 

Spring-Fed Lakes. 
The 26 spring-fed chain lakes 


near Waupaca are known as the 
“Killarneys of America,” and 
Green Lake, in the same portion 
of Wisconsin, has depths up to 
235 feet. Cherry blossoms in the 
spring and good fishing the year 
‘round make the Door county 
area especially inviting.

Swimming, 
fishing, boating, golf, sightsee- 
ing, tennis and other outdoor at- 
tractions fit into daily schedules 
with ease. At night there are 
numerous restaurants, night 
clubs and theaters to provide 
diversion. 

Visitors, with or without au- 
tomobiles, have no difficulty in 
getting around. Buses and taxis 
provide intra-city transportation 
and connect with the mainland. 
Sightseeing busses and boat 
can be used for numerous in- 
teresting trips, including such 
points as the Everglades Na- 
tional park with its unique bird 
life, various public guardens and 
“jungles” filled with colorful 
tropical birds, animals and flow- 
ers.

FLORIDA'S ‘MYSTERY TREE’ 
BAFFLES TREE EXPERTS 


Mystery tree of Florida, the 
“Old Oak” at Highlands Ham- 
mock State Park, near Sebring, 
estimtaed to be more than 800 
years old, continues to puzzle 
visitors on whether it is a lau- 
rel oak, or a hybrid oak. 


It is 36 feet in circumference 
at the bese; and 31 feet in cir- 
cumference, with a diameter of 
7.9 feet at four and one-half 
feet from the base. At 10 feet 
above the base, its circumfer- 
ence is 18.6 feet with a diame- 
ter of 5.9. Today it is about 
100 feet high, but may have 
been taller in the days of its | 
youthful glory several hundred | 
years ago. 

It probably never was a 
spreading tree because the tall 
shape of the tree indicates it 
may be a laurel oak, but its 
leaves have the gloss, color and 
texture of a live oak. On the 


other hand, its bark is rougher 
than the bark of a laurel oak, 
smoother and lighter in color 


than the bark of a live oak, and 
darker and rougher than the 
bark of a water oak.

After each opera that was to go on 
tour was played for the last time in New York, 
its costumes, scenery and properties were 
packed and leaded into freight cars labeled 
“Faust,” “Aida,” “Barber,” and so on. Costumes 
were cleaned, wigs combed, scenery adapted to 
smaller stages, props checked and repaired. 

Two freight trains, totaling 22 cars, are trans- 
porting the production equipment. The trains are 
moving in leap-frog fashion from one city to the 
next, so that while an opera is being played in 
one city, another opera is being readied in the 
next city. 

Met personnel travels on two special pas- 
senger trains totaling 27 cars. The roster in- 
cludes 19 sopranos, six mezzo-sopranos, 16 tenors, 
nine baritones, 10 bassos, one premiere danseuse 
and one ballet master, six orchestra conductors

Stevens’ Counsel Says Picture Was “Doctore

HE CONTROVERSY over the 
T “doctored” pore a Army 
Secretary obert Stevens 
which was “altered” to show him 
posing “alone” with Army Private 
G. David Schine recalled a 1951 
episode in which the associates of 
Republican Senator Joseph R. Mc- 
Carthy of Wisconsin used a “com- 
te” picture showing former 
mocratic Senator Millard Tyd- 
ings of Maryland’ seemingly 
obsequious to former Communist 
leader Earl Browder. 

The picture originally entered 
in evidence in the current Senate 
subcommittee investigation of the 
charges and counter-charges in 
the Army-McCarthy row was 
“cropped” to eliminate one and 
possibly other persons in a group 
picture taken.at Fort Dix last year. 
On the basis of this picture Sub- 
committee Counsel Ray Jenkins 
tried to get Stevens to admit he 
especially wanted a photograph 
ae al lf and Schine. Ste- 
vens testified he had no recollec- 
tion of such request. 

Roy Cohn, counsel of the Mc- 
Carthy subcommittee, who ar- 
ranged for offering the picture in 
evidence, testified that he had not 
known it was only part of a more 
comprehensive otograph. He 
said the altered picture had been 

repared by his associates on the 
rthy staff and delivered to 
Jenkins. 

The “composite” picture used 
in the 1950 Maryland senatorial 
campaign, in which McCarthy op- 
posed Tydings because of an ad- 
verse Senate subcommittee report 
about McCarthy's anti-Communist 
activities, was a combination of 
two pictures, arranged and re- 
photographed to give the impres- 
sion of a bona fide photograph. 
The picture was identified as a 
“composite” in an anti-Tydings 
publication, “From the Record,’ 
which was printed at the Wash- 
ington Times-Herald plant, then 
owned by a niece of Col. Robert 
R. -McCormick of the Chicago 
Tribune. 

A Senate subcommittee in- 
vestigating the Maryland election 
made this recommendation about 
such pictures: 

“That -there be outlawed com- 
posite pictures and other com- 
posites such as voice recordings 
or motion pictures which are mis- 
leading as to their validity and 
actual occurrence.” 

“Cropped” pictures are no 
novelty in political campaigns. In 
the 1952 presidential campaign, - 
Robert H. Williams, head of a 
rabidly anti-Semitic group, printed 
a picture in his publication purport- 
ing to show General Eisenhower 
and Russian General Zhukov as 
drinking companions, The pub- 
lished picture showed Eisenhower 
whispering to Zhukov. The original 
picture was of a me group at a 
ceremonial event with British Gen- 
eral Montgomery standing close to 
the two generals.

EDWARDS AIR BASE, Calif. 
HO Is “the luckiest guy alive?” 

The men at this top secret air base insist 
he’s a small, nerveless West Virginian 
named Lt. Col. Frank K. (Pete) Everest. 

At 33, Pete Everest, one of the greatest fliers ever 
produced by this country, is chief of Air Force test. 
pilots here. It's a job that calls for frequent brushes 
with death. Some dramatic examples: 
> In 1949 Col. Everest whizzed off in a Bell X-1 to 
test the plane’s altitude characteristics. 

Fortunately, he was wearing the new T-1 pressure 
suit which automatically inflates itself when the pilot 
passes the 50,000-foot mark, thus permitting him to 
breathe pure oxygen. In addition, the suit allows him 
to maintain normal body temperature. 

At 63,000 feet the canopy over the cockpit split 
wide open releasing the air from the pressurized cabin. 


. Human blood begins to boil at this. altitude. 


“I took one look at that split canopy,” Everest says, 
“one look at my altimeter, and I started going down. 
I prayed my pressure suit would keep me from burn- 
ing up. It did.” 

This was the first, and, as of this date, the only time 
a life has been saved by a pressure suit. 

A few weeks later, Everest calmly climbed back 
into the Bell X-1 to establish an unofficial and unan- 
nounced world’s altitude record of 73,000 feet. 
>» Three years ago when the Air Force decided to 
drop planes instead of bombs out of the B-29 bomb 
bay, Pete was sitting in the cockpit of an X-1. 

His plane was just about ready to be dropped from 
the belly of the mother ship when one of the rockets 
powering the experimental plane blew up. 


‘Drop the Plane!’ 


N AN INSTANT, the little pilot snapped back the 
| canopy and leaped into the bomb bay of the B-29. 
“Drop the darn plane,” he ordered. “Drop it!” 

The X-1 was released, burning and exploding. It 
crashed 30,000 feet below. 
> Last year when Everest was testing an XF-88, the 
right engine blew up at 20,000 feet. The warning 
system showed that the plane was on fire. 

“Had a choice,” Pete says tersely. “Bail out or save 
the airplane.” 

Everest decided on the latter. He bellied in on 
Rogers Dry Lake at 180 miles an hour, got out and 
walked away from the smoking aircraft. 
>» Another time, when he was ‘testing the North- 
American YF-93, another experimental aircraft, it 
blew up during the takeoff. Pete was able to stop the 
ship on what remained of the runway. 

But Col. Everest’s narrow escapes are not his chief 
claim to fame. 

When he was still at the Wright-Patterson Air Force 


- Base in Dayton, O., he hopped into an F-86 and flew 


to Washington, D. C., in 33 minutes, setting an un- 
official record of 710 miles per hour in that ship. The 
record still stands.

front of an F-86 in a pressure suit like the one that 
saved his life. It cost more than $20,000. The “barber 
pole” on the plane’s nose is an instrument used to 
collect flight data.) 

Last year, flying the Air Force’s latest production 
fighter, the North-American F-100, he set a new 
world’s speed record of 755.14 miles per hour. He 
has flown faster than sound more times than he can 
remember; and only two months ago Everest went into 
a dive with a YF-100 at 1,100 miles an hour, about 
12 times the speed of sound. 

What sort of fellow is this Pete Everest who risks 
his life every day for a salary of $8,000 a year? 

He has a beautiful wife and three small children to 
support. Aircraft manufacturers have offered him as 
much as $25,000 a year to take a civilian test pilot 
job. But Pete insists on remaining in the Air Force. 


‘I’ve Been Plane-Crazy.. .’ 


66 R A GUY who loves to fly,” Everest explains, 

| ee I've been plane-crazy ever since I was a 

kid back in West Virginia, this is the most ce- 

sirable kind of work a pilot can find. Every day 1ts 
something new, something challenging. 

“I don’t want to sound corny, but fellows like me 
who fly these ships—well, we feel a little like pioneers. 

“If I went to work for a civilian aircraft company, 
sure I'd make more money and maybe my wife and 
kids would have more advantages. But I'd be flying 
the same job week in and week out. I’d be on the same 
project six, eight, 10 months. | | 

“I wouldn't be happy and because of that my family 
wouldn't be happy, either.” 

How does Everest’s wife feel about his flying? 

In almost 12 years of marriage, Avis Everest. who 
was Pete's childhood sweetheart from Fairmont, W. 
Va., has learned that flying for his country means more 
to her husband than anything in life. 

Knowing this, she has learned -how to keep her 
nerves in check. Pete tries to help by never telling 
Avis when he’s going to test a new plane. 

Whenever an accident occurs at the field, Pete gets 
on the phone and calls his wife. “When someone 
else has cracked up, the wives. come racing out to see 
who it is. The toughest part of my job is telling some 
wife that her fellow’s been killed,” he says. 

“I'll say this, though—all the wives of our test 
pilots are fine women. Plenty of guts. They know 
what flying means to their husbands. And they leave 
the guys alone. No nagging. Once in a while one of 
the boys will marry a girl who keeps needling him. 
Sooner or later he gets moved to some other job, 
something more safe, or he gets a divorce. 

“As for the children, my two. girls, Victor ia and 
Cynthia, are proud of me, I guess. But my little boy, 
Frank, he’s kind of disappointed. No matter how fast 

or high I fly, he says, ‘They do it much better on TV, 
Daddy. Much better.’ ”

tried to ask the questions you would ask. Here they

Q. As a test pilot who has had many close escapes 
from disaster, Colonel, do you think death in a 
plane is inevitable for you? 

A. Not at all. The experimental aircraft we fly these 

days are well made. Every care is taken for the pilot’s 

safety. 


Q. Do you consider yourself the luckiest man alive? 
A. No. Just a little tuckier than most. 


Q@. You have a son and two daughters, Colonel. 
Would you want your son to become a test pilot? 
A. Sure thing, if he wants to. 


Q. Why is flying jets and rocket ships so much more 
dangerous than flying propeller-driven planes? 
A. To begin with they’re newer. Also they’re limited 


in fuel capacity. If something happens, you have to get 
down in a hurry. You've got to make split-second de- 
cisions. And they’ve got to be right. 


Q@. You've flown faster than the speed of sound on 
many occasions. What is the purpose of all this 
speed in aircraft? 

A. Speed is a requirement for tactical military mis- 

sions. Speed is a requirement for the progress of 

science and civilization. We're not interested in speed 
for speed’s sake. We’re interested in speed for what it 
will do to make a better life. 


@. When you're flying, Colonel, and you get in a 
tight spot, how do you react? What do you think 
of? Do you ever think of your family or of your 
insurance? 


A. The first thought that comes to mind is how am 
I going to counteract the trouble I’m in. That's alt 
I’m worried about, not my wife or my kids or anything 
else. 


Q. Isn’t it true that in every pilot there is some 

basic fear about flying? Is that true of you? 
A. I guess it is. But the manifestations are different 
in each pilot. In my case, my stomach tenses up when 
I'm flying an X-1. And just before a B-29 gets ready to 
drop me, when they’re counting off—ten, nine, eight, 
seven, six—I tighten up. Once I’m away from the plane, 
the fear is gone. In combat, I used to be afraid on 
takeoffs. 


@. What do you do to relax, Colonel? 
A. I like to go fishing.

WOMAN stopped at the office of Attorney Louis 
A Glazer here not long ago, she said, and paid 
him $3,000 in $100 bills. 
The woman was Theresa Bogatta, a New 
York City detective. No sooner had she handed over 
the bankroll than newspaper headlines appeared: 

Black Market Baby Riag Bared 

International Baby Smuggling Revealed 

Babies Peddled For $3,000 

But what lay back of those big, black headlines? 
What peculiar chain of circumstances allowed this 
lucrative operation to flourish? 

The answer to the first question is heartbreak, 
pathos, tragedy. And to the second—a letter received 
by Senior Crown Prosecutor George Hill, heading 
the investigation, provides an eloquent reply. 

“When we heard of this,” the letter from a Brook- 

lyn, N.Y., couple read, “I got to thinking that there 
must be a chance to do the adopting legally. 

“What I would like to know is this: Is there a 
possibility of our getting a child, not necessarily an 
infant, from one of your orphanages or homes?” 
p> This letter, and dozens like it, came after the first 
arrests were made. They point up the pathetic plight 
of hundreds of American couples anxious to adopt 
children but stymied by years of being told, “Sorry, 
no children available.” 

With an insatiable demand amounting almost to 
a frenzy, various rings trafficking in human lives had 
only to bring supply and demand together. 

On this basic economic law, the whole business of 
baby bootlegging was built. | 

More than that. Baby black marketeers were able 
to capitalize on sieve-like adoption laws, antiquated 
birth registration procedures, and possibly—investiga- 

: tors say—official laxity, indifference or downright neg- 
, ligence. 

Se Because of their starvation for children, American 
couples were led into furtive, knock-three-times-and- 
ask-for-Joe dealings. » 
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Behind the Blac 
Market’ Baby Scand: 


A high-priced traffic in human beings has been flourishing on both sides of the U.S.- 


They smuggled children across international bor- 
ders. They winked at under-the-counter shenanigans. 
And they paid staggering sums of money for children, 
sight unseen. 

The asking price for a baby, new, f.o.b. Montreal, 
generally ran about $3,000 and in several cases was 
reportedly pegged as high as $10,000. 

Because Americans would go to almost any length 
and pay almost any price for a baby, Canadian rings 
were able to: 

Unload an estimated 1,000 black market babies on 
couples as far away as New York, Cleveland, Detroit, 
Miami and California. 

Ship babies across the border like freight—some- 
times in the dead of night by truck—and hoodwink 
U.S. immigration authorities. 


Allow uninvestigated couples — even persons with 


criminal records — to “legally” adopt black market 
babies through the Canadian courts. 

Pile up an estimated income of $3,000,000, accord- 
ing to one source,over a 10-year period. 

Montreal naturally became the hub of this across- 
the-border traffic for several reasons: 

An extremely high birth rate in French-Canadian

Quebec, higher than anywhere in the United States 
and amounting to a surplus of babies.

Posing as a prospective mother, she said, she made 
contact with Glazer and paid him the money. 

In return she received: 

One birth certificate, issued by the City of Montreal, 
proclaiming her the true mother of a bouncing bab) 
boy, and— | 

One bouncing baby boy, approximately a month 
old, for her to take back to the United States as her 
own child. 


Authorities Shrugged

admitted their hands were tied. Glazer could not 
be charged with selling babies, because it wasn’t il- 
legal. 

So he and Buller were indicted for falsifying docu- 
ments. They face trial later this month. 

» Canadian authorities hope to plug up this defect 
in the law. Almost certainly, some action will be taken 
when Parliament convenes next January. 

Such laws must be airtight. In New York, for 
example, the law not only forbids the sale of babies, 
but takes ample precaution to see that no moncy 
changes hands—directly or indirectly—through legal 
fees and such. 

But the real key to the black market baby business 
is an even more serious flaw in the law. 

In the Province of Quebec, birth certificates are 
not signed by the doctor or midwife who delivers 
the baby. . 3 

This means that anyone can report a fake or ficti- 
tious birth—and get a legal document to back it up!

The procedure is that simple. Here's all you have 
to do to get a birth certificate in Montreal: 

Either the father or mother reports the birth within 
four months to any clergyman of his faith. Only two 
reporting witnesses are required. 

Thus the priests, ministers and rabbis of Montreal 
are the birth registrars. They obtain the official docu- 
ments from the city and turn a copy over to the 
parents. 

But the clergymen have no way of knowing whether 
the reported births are fact or fiction. They seldom 
see the baby—and frequently, never know the parents. 

(In a few cases, investigators suspect, the clergy- 
men knew the reports were false. But, touched by the 
plight of the childless couples who swore to them, 
they didn't interfere.) 

Most of the baby racketeers made use of this gim- 
mick. Here’s one way they worked it: 

A girl from an outlying town would come to Mont- 
real to give birth to an illegitimate child. (Most babies 
sold in the black market were illegitimate.) 

Then she would turn the child over to one of the 
black market rings, who would tell her it would be 
taken care of.

ATER, WHEN the baby was sold, the purchasing 
receive a birth certificate, and then take the baby back 


to the United States. | 
But this method was a little too crude for many 


American couples, desperate as they were for chil- 


dren. So the rings worked out a refinement of it, ac- 
cording to New York City Assistant District Attor- 
He described it in a report to a Congressional com- 
mittee; : 
“The natural mother is the subject of all kinds of 
misrepresentation. She is told the child is going to a 


member of a certain group, to a member of a certain 
religion. After she gives birth, she goes back to the 
rural community she. comes from. 

(Most natural mothers never received a cent for 
their babies, investigators said. They simply got a 
“pep talk” and a trip home.) 

’ “Then, a professional substitute is employed in order 
to secure the birth certificate and other necessary docu- 
ments. That is so the background and religious factors 
will integrate with those of the prospective adopting 
parents.” 


No Studies 


MERICAN COUPLES liked this system better. Once 
the false birth certificate was secured, a “legal” 
adoption was possible. 

A lawyer tied up with the ring would go to the 
adoption court and obtain an “interim judgment”— 
granting the couple temporary custody of the child. 

In theory, the court was supposéd to conduct peri- 
odic home studies before a final adoption decree was 
granted. ; 

But in a shockingly high number of cases, investi- 
gators told this writer, no studies were conducted at 
all! 

The blame must be laid at the door of court officials 


amd social agencies charged with carrying on the 


studies. 
Because of laxity in investigation, many couples— 
obviously disqualified by neurosis or other problems 


_ —were allowed to adopt children. 


One baby was placed with a new “mother” who had 
a criminal record. , 
And, investigators learned, one “home study” was 


one qualification: 


“The future destiny of the child is determined on 


a pecuniary footing,” Mitler told Congress. 

Money talked—and so loudly that the bootleg baby 
business became a streamlined industry, providing all 
the services of a super-market. 

Rings set wp murseries for the children, lying-in 
homes for mothers. They provided doorsill delivery 
and even recruited customers in New York. 

In one case, a customer paid an extra $500 to have 
“his” baby delivered directly to his home in the United 
States. 

Another time, a pregnant Canadian girl was shipped 
across the border to the customer, so the baby would 
be born im the right piace. 

And several times, real mother and child crossed 
the border on a “visit,” and mother came back alone 
after delivering the baby. 

Competition between rings became so cutthroat 
that one black market ring even lost one child to 
kidnappers. Detective Captain Leopold Trottier of the 
Montreal police put it this way: 

“To us it appears certain that the baby was stolen 
by one gang, from. another gang, to cut down costs 
of their supply.” i 

Since letters like the one from the Brooklyn couple 
prove the demand is still there, what is being done to 
prevent the business from blooming again once the 
heat cools off? 

Hill, a lean, reasonable man, is continuing his in- 
vestigation. More arrests, he thinks, may shock the 
provincial Parliament into passing new laws with teeth 
in them. : 

Just what kind of laws are needed, Hill isn’t cer- 
tain. Of course, he believes that the law should spell 
out a penalty for the sale of babies. | 

And he thinks courts should keep a more watchful 
eye on officials who supervise adoptions. He has an 
idea negligence in official quarters may have allowed 
the black market to flourish. | 

Of one thing, Hill is certain: The arrests of Glazer 
and Buller could not have been achieved without the 
“untiring, invaluable assistance” of Mitler. _

HE SHARP EARS of a Burlington, Vt., 
Tea driver brought Mitler into the 

case. 

About a year ago, a New York couple 
was returning from Canada — with a new 
baby—when the cabbie heard fragments of 
conversation which made him suspicious. 

He told his father, an employee of the 
U.S. Immigration Service. The case went 
from immigration agents to New York offi- 
cials. Mitler was assigned to the case. 

His exhaustive investigation included 
interviews with more than 50 couples in 
New York. 

Most of them were honest, hard-work- 
ing couples who had become fiercely ‘at- 
tached to their black market children. 

Mitler agreed to keep their names secret 
if they would cooperate with him. And he 
agreed to make sure their adoptions 
weren't tampered with. 


Story of Heartbreak 


ITH THE INFORMATION he gathered 

from customers of the “rings,” 

.Mitler headed for Montreal. The 
arrests followed. 

Montreal welfare societies were glad to 
see the arrests come. 

Long aware of the tragedies of unregu- 
lated adoptions, they believe the story of 
heartbreak may focus attention on the 
need for new laws. 

Charles H. Young, director of the 
Montreal Council of Social Agencies, 
spoke for them: 

» “The uncovering of evidence might 
serve to shock the population and the 
authorities into action for modern, strin- 
gent baby placement practices controlled 


by laws that have enforcement teeth in 
them.” 


the investigation, both 
Montreal and New York investigators 
have tried to treat the American couples 
involved with sympathy and kindness. 
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of two nations—Mitler (left) of New York and 


Hill of Montreal combined to investigate baby black market. 


They recognize that only a human 
hunger for the sound of a child’s voice 
drove these normally law-abiding couples 
into shady transactions. 

Walter O’Hearn, columnist for the 
Montreal Star, wrote of one such couple 
with compassion and understanding: 

“Make no mistake. A child adopted into 
this house, or many like it, will find great 
love and tenderness. 

“The parents will scrimp and save, will 
deprive themselves to see that he is well- 
nourished, well-dressed. They will sell the 
car and hock the TV, if need be, to make 
sure thaf he can get all the education he 
can absorb. 

“This will be so even if the child turns 
out to be an epileptic, or a rheumatic fever 
victim, or mentally retarded. (All these 
are very familiar tragedies when the adop- 
tions are not regulated.) If he becomes 
ill and dies, the parents will mourn him 
as if he were flesh of their flesh, bone of 
their bone.” 

As the investigations continue, letters 
pour in to Hill, other officials, and 
Montreal adoption agencies. 

The mounting evidence that the demand

still exists makes authorities fearful that 
a new black market in babies may be in 
the making. 

The Brooklyn couple who wrote to Hill 
have his assurance that “I will do my best” 
to expedite their application for a Cana- 
dian child. 

But to most couples, there is only 4 
heartbreaking answer to the question that 
pops up in each one of the letters: 

What are my chances of adopting 4 
child through legal channels? 

Unfortunately, according to Montreal 
adoption agencies, the answer must be: 

Not much better than in the U.S. 


Legal Adoptions 


NE METHOD, of course, is to do legally 

what the black market rings did 

illegally—find an unwed Canadian 
mother, persuade her to sign the child 
over to you, get an “interim judgment 
and take the child home with you. 

This, of course, is “unregulated” adop- 
tion. The other, safer way is through 4 
Canadian adoption agency. 

Your application will be received on an 
equal footing with applications from child- 
less Canadian couples, and you will, of | 
course, be placed on a waiting list. 

» Your application will be processed just 
as it is in United States adoption pro- 
ceedings. 

Your background will be investigated 
in just the same way. an 

An investigator will come to look into 
your home -surroundings and make sure 
you can provide an adequate home for the 
child.

Burns & Allen first met backstage ina | 


theater at Union Hill, N. J., in 1923. 
George, then known as Nat Burns, was 
27 and the worst half of a song-and- 
dance team, Burns & Lorraine. The act 


was splitting up. 


She Chose George 


RACIE ALLEN (her correct name) 
was a 17-year-old singer and 

- dancer from San Francisco who 
had had a fight with the leader of an 
act she was in. She was living in New 


Her roommate, a hoofer herself, told 
her about the Burns & Lorraine split 
and Gracie went over to see Lorraine. 
Instead, she chose George as a partner. 

Their first conversation went: 

Gracie: “George, Lhave a wonderful 
act! All we need is two hundred dollars 
for some new scenery!” 


George: “Gracie! Two hundred!” 

Floored by her enthusiasm, but too 
broke to buy scenery, George talked 
her into trying a comedy act he had 
written—with himself as the comic. 

After rehearsing in borrowed Tin 
Pan Alley studios for three weeks, 
they opened up in a Boonton, N. J., 
theater as Burns & Allen, for a single 
day. Their pay: $5. 

George made one of the most im- 
portant decisions in entertainment his- 
tory after the first performance: he 
realized that Gracie got more laughs 
with her questions than he did with his 
jokes. So he made her the comedian. 

“I not only loved show business,” he 
says now, “/ loved to eat. With me tell- 
ing the jokes we would have starved.” 


She Told the Jokes 


N 1924, after trouping from one 
small town theater to another, they 
developed Gracie’s famous Dumb 

Dora conversation. “When we returned 
to New York,” says Gracie, “we got a 
booking at the Columbia Theater for 
$75 for one day. It paid to be silly.” 

The act opened with Gracie scolding 

George. She got the laughs. They were 
soon making $300 a week. 

On January 7th, 1926, after George 

had threatened to break up the act un- 


less Gracie married him, they got mar- 


ried in Cleveland. 

They hit the top in vaudeville about 
a year later, with a skit called “Lamb 
Chops.” 

George would ask: “Little girl, do 
you like to love?” 

Gracie would say: “No.” 

“Well, what do you like?” George 
asked after'a while. Gracie would say: 
“Lamb chops.” 

“Do you like to eat them alone?” 


| George would ask. 


“No, with potatoes,” Gracie replied.

HE TEAM Of Burns & Allen never had. to 
4 ote about money after “Lamb Chops.” 
A talent scout from the big-time Keith 
vaudeville circuit heard five-foot, blue-eyed 
Gracie’s excited burblings and George’s frus- 
trated groans. He signed them up to a six-year 
contract. They toured the major cities, making 
up to $750 a week. 

By the end of the 20’s, “Burns & Allen” was 
on the marquee of the Palace Theater on Broad- 
way, and they were invited to play at London’s 
Palladium. In 1930, they made their radio debut 
— oddly enough — on the British Broadcasting 
Corp. Millions of staid Englishmen went around 
dazed for weeks, trying to quote Gracie. 

They made their first American broadcast 
after their return, in 1931, from a sixth floor 
studio above the Palace Theater. 

Eddie Cantor, also playing the Palace, got 
them a five minute bit. “The man running the 
show,” says Gracie, “was pretty discouraging. 
He told me my voice was too squeaky for radio.” 

Cantor didn’t think so. He asked Gracie to 
go on the air, with Cantor himself playing 
George’s part. 


Gracie almost stole the show from Cantor. 
The next week, she and George were guests on 
Rudy Vallee’s show and a few weeks later on 
Guy Lombardo’s. They stayed for two poets. 

Sample routine: 

Lombardo: “My brother Carmen played 
‘Stars & Stripes Forever” ” 

Gracie: “That's nothing. My brother~held a 
note for twenty years!” 

Lombardo and George: “Twenty years?!!!!" 

Gracie: “The bank wouldn’t make it good.” 


Then Came Success 


R TAKE this example: 
George: “Gracie, what are you laugh- 
ing at?”

The Burns & Allen humor caught on like wild- 
fire.

Gracie making audiences roar by supposedly 
looking for a long-lost brother. 

In October, 1935, they started their own radio 
show and became national figures. By 1940, 
they were reportedly making $9,000 a week and 
Gracie entered the Presidential race as a candi- 
date of the Surprise Party. “With what party 
are you affiliated?” someone would ask her. 
“Same old party,” she'd reply. “... George 
Burns.” An alternative was, “Well, I may take 
a drink now and then, but I never get affiliated.” 

Her war cry: “The President of today is the 
postage stamp of tomorrow!” To help her op- 
ponents, (FDR and Willkie), she wrote “How 
to Become President—by the Gracie Allen Self- 
Delusion Institute.” 

By World War II, the onetime poor vaudeville 
team had grown wealthy. They settled down in 
a 13-room home in Beverly Hills to bring up 
their children, Sandra Jean, 19 and married, and 
Ronald John, 18, a college student. 

Few people know how closely their private 
lives parallel those of stock characters in movies 
about the stage: the unsuccessful but game song- 
and-dance man in love with his partner. 

George, born Nathan Birnbaum on New 
York’s East Side in 1896, was one of the 12 
children of Leo and Daisie Birnbaum, Jewish 
immigrants from Austria. (One of his brothers, 
Willie, now writes scripts for their CBS-TV pro- 
gram.) 

Nat wanted to become a song-and-dance man 
and—like George Jessel and Eddie Cantor—he 
wanted to help his struggling family. 

His father, a deeply religious man who alter- 
nated between helping out the local rabbi at 
wedding ceremonies and helping out a local 
clothier, “didn’t do too much for a living,” says 
George. He died when Nat was only five. 


He Borrowed ‘Burns’ 


FTER His father’s death, his mother took in — 


“homework”—finishing dresses and over- 
coats for local clothing makers. Once in a 
while, Nat would bring home a few pennies 
earned by singing songs like, “Roll Those Bones” 


on ferry boats and in saloons with the “Pee Wee — 


Quartet,” a group of neighborhood kids. 

He claims he borrowed the name “Burns” 
from a Burns Brothers coal wagon at the time 
he was borrowing coal for the family stove. 

Mrs. Birnbaum was so worried about young 
Nat’s singing and dancing in gangster hangouts 
that she went fo see a detective. “Don’t worry 
about Nat, Burns,” the detective advised. “He 
dances too much to get into trouble.” 

George now claims he sang in tough saloons 
only because he could eat the free lunch. He 
had a solo: “I’m Tying The Leaves So They 
Won't Fall Down, So Daddy Won’t Go Away,” 
after which the whole Pee Wee Quartet would 

sing “Mary Ann, Mary Ann, Mary Sat in the 
Conner” and “It’s a Grand Old Flag.” 

He made his theatrical debut, at the age of 
12, at the Windsor Theater on the Bowery, play- 
ing a shoeshine boy. A week later, he played 


says Gracie 


Huber’s Museum — the flea circus—on 42nd 
Street. “The theater was my world,” he now 
muses. 

After quitting school in the Sth grade, Nat 
set out to be a song-and-dance man. His mother 
sent him to vocational school and then got him 
a job in a relative’s dress factory for $7 a week. 
The job didn’t last. He wanted to dance. 

Nat took to getting his trousers creased (for 
iS¢), buying a 7¢ cigar, and hanging around 
Broadway pretending to be a big-time actor. | 

At age 14, he and another youngster opened 
a dance school on the lower East Side. For a 
period of two months, during which they opened 
an annex in Brooklyn, Nat earned $100 a week. 

“| gave most of it to my mother,” he says, 
“but I kept enough money to buy some dancing 
shoes, a pair of roller skates for an act—dancing 
on skates!—and a brand new four-button suit.” 


ITH THE roller skates, he picked up a few 

dollars performing for socials and small 

theaters. He picked up more putting 
across songs for Tin Pan Alley music publishers. 
Occasionally, he would appear under various 
names—“Nat Burns, Songs & Dances,” “Sam 
Pierce, Monologist,” and others. “In fact,” he 
says, “I played Red Bank, N. J., one year under 
six different names.” He had to. Theater man- 
agers didn’t want him. 

He was still playing small-time vaudeville 
when he met Gracie. He was 27—and not getting 
ahead. 

Gracie was born Grace Ethel Cecile Rosalie 
Allen on July 26, 1906, in San Francisgo. Her 
father, a former vaudeville song-and-dance man, 
ran a dance school right in the house where 
Gracie was born. 

“When I was born,” she says, “I was so sur- 
prised, I didn’t talk for a year and a half.” But 
she has made up for it ever since. 

Gracie went to the Star of the Sea (Catholic) 
School and did a toe dance and a French ditty at 
socials when she was three. “I was very good 
at highland flings and sword dances, too,” she 
claims. “I won a cup‘for a sword dance when 
I was only four. That's quite a trick for a little 
baby—wearing kilts and tartan and dancing with- 
out touching the sword!” 

She started playing in theaters in and around 
San Francisco when she was 12. When she got 
out of high school, she and two sisters, Bessie 
and Hazel, got a job in an Irish act called “Larry 
Reilly & Co.” In the act, Gracie sang with an 
Irish brogue. “We got to Chicago and then New 
York,” says Gracie: “My sisters went home and 


got married, and later I quit the act. That’s when 


I met George.” 
George soon discovered how lucky he was.

A House You Can

It’s just one idea for the city of the future 


CAMBRIDGE, Mass. 
HOUSE YOU can roll into a bun- 
dle and load on a truck. An 
igloo-shaped house of trans- 
parent plastic. Even a house 
you can’t see. 

Fantastic ideas, all ‘of them. But 
they're all percolating in the mind of 
R. Buckminster Fuller, a man who 
denies he wants to change the world. 

And his ideas today, planted in the 
minds of eager students who hear his 


lectures, may shape the skyline of the 
future. 

For 30 years, Fuller has been setting 
the building world on its ear with ideas 
just as fantastic. 

Two years ago, PARADE predicted 
that one day the world might be housed 
in “bubble homes” of Fuller’s design. 

. (Basically, the “bubble. house”—or 
geodesic dome—is a framework of metal 
or wood, shaped like half a ball, with 
a plastic skin for a cover.) 


‘BUBBLE HOUSE’ at North Caroli

A good deal of research and develop- . 


ment has gone into this work since. 

When the summer vacation season 
Starts, a Fuller associate, Gunnar Peter- 
son, will open a restaurant in a dome 
house near Woods Hole, Mass. 

And summer should see completion 
of another new dome near Lake St. 
Louis, Quebec, to be used as a barn. 

But at the same time, Fuller, the 
man who invented a one-piece bath- 
room, has been veering down new ave- 
nues of research. For instance: 

Lately, one of his devoted protegés, 
Prof. James W. Fitzgibbon, of North 
Carolina State College, has been work- 
ing on one of Fuller's long-time dreams 
—the “packaged house.” 

You’d buy a house in three units— 
house, service unit (plumbing, wiring, 
etc.) and furniture, They'd fit together 
into a home. 


Another Change 


could bundle them all into a 

compact package and move on. 
They'd make a bundle 25 feet by eight 
feet by eight feet. 

The furniture, fastened in place, 
would fit together like pieces in a jigsaw 
puzzle. : 

a Fitzgibbon figured out the 
fu ings needed for such a house. 
They'd total $2,100, mass-produced. 

But Fuller feels that before such a 
house is practical, furniture, too, should 
be redesigned. 

“Here you have a house in which 
the idea is to conserve space and 
weight,” he explains. “Why then would 
you include a console radio weighing a 
couple of hundred pounds? 

“You wouldn't,” he answers himself. 
“You'd redesign it to get the most out 
.of the least weight.” 

This is the root of all Fuller's ideas. 
He belieyes that each pound of raw 
material should be mage 
times the work it does now. 

All his research has been centered 
around how to get more from less ma-

terial. His answer has been designs that 
draw their strength from their shape 
and use lighter, sturdier material. 

Here are a few places this research 
is leading him: 

An “invisible” house—with the shell 
moving so fast that it would blend into 
the landscape, the way an airplane pro- 
pellor does. 

A house that would be completely 
heated and powered by energy from the 
sun. 

Buildings that could be lifted from 
place to place by helicopter. (Fuller, 
Fitzgibbon and the Marine Corps rec- 
ently tested dome houses as frontline 
shelters, found helicopters could move 
them easily.) 

Firing automatically-opening troop 
shelters by guided missile. 

Studying the dome house to see if 
it will withstand atomic blasts. 

Construction of a new, sphere-like 
building which will be strung together 
with cable, have no real joints.

But their day is com- 
ing, Fuller believes. 

“The change will come like ships in 
the night,” he says. “One morning, 
you'll wake up and look out, and the 
harbor will be just filled with them.”

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motion sickness

to fight a disorder most common in summer 


pout 600 vears before Christ, a 
sailor referred to some-of his 
crew getting sick at sea. 

Since that time, countless 
people have experienced the same feel- 
ing—in boats, airplanes, cars, trains and 
even elevators. 

Doctors call it “motion sickness.” 


The difference between 600 B. C. and 


1954 A. D. ts this: 

Today, you can do something about 
the miserable pit-of-the-stomach feel- 
ing motion sickness brings. 

Modern doctors have been hammer- 
ing away at motion sickness vigorously 


. since World War II. 


And today, drugs can bring relief to 
most people who suffer when they're in 
a vehicle that bounces and pitches. 

There are a variety of drugs such as 
Apolamine, Benacine, Bonamine, Dra- 
mamine and Trimeton used by doctors 
against motion sickness. 

Tests with Bonamine, for example, 
show: Airsickness among young fliers 
subjected to an hour's turbulent flight 
was reduced over 60 percent. 

In addition, the drug reduced sick- 
ness among troops crossing the North 
Atlantic in rough weather by about 70 
percent. 


Who Gets It? 


IMILAR STUDIES have been carried 
out with the other drugs. 
Who actually gets motion sick- 


ness? 

Doctors point out that practically no 
one is immune. And the incidence in- 
creases in the summer when Mr. & Mrs. 
America gather up the family to go on 
long auto trips. 

Studies show about nine out of 10 
people (young and old) get sick from 
really rough travel. Moderately rough 
travel affects 10 to 30 percent. Even 
mild motion for short périods makes 
three to five percent ill. 

Curiously, doctors believe that a 
bony part of the inner ear is at least 
partly responsible for motion sickness. 
This part of the ear, about the size of a 
small key, is thought to be able to set 


off the characteristic “panic in the 
stomach” of motion sickness. 

Noise, vibration, your general health 
and what you see, are said to be other 
contributing factors. 

And so, research has shown that 
some people with deafness due to inner 
ear damage are protected, to a degree, 
from motion sickness. 

There are other interesting findings: 
» Seasickness decreases as people get 
older. Fat people appear to suffer 
from motion sickness less frequently. 
» Experienced sailors build some im- 
munity, but if they’re away from the sea 
for a while; the sickness recurs when 
they go back to sea. For some reason, 
timid people are more prone to sea- 
sickness. 


SCIENTIST at Pfizer Laboratory tests 
Bonamine in water to see how fast it 
will disintegrate when patient takes it. 


Studies also show that rocking, rising 
and falling and twisting, not rolling, are 
the motions most responsible for the 
sickness. 

Unfortunately, while shipbuilders 
can control rolling to a certain extent, 
they can do little about rocking and 
twisting. 

‘However, the motion sickness drugs 


of today compensate for the pitch and . 


twisting of vehicles. For the most part, 
scientists are succeeding in taking the 
misery out of travel. *

In Kenya, it’s a crime if you’re caught without your revolver— 


@ Richard Creagh, a Briton who has 
lived in Africa 14 years, was interrogator 
in the Central Screening Camp for Mau 
Mav terrorists in Nairobi, capital of 
Kenya, British colony in East Africa. The 
Mau Mau, renegade members of the 
otherwise loyal Kikuyu tribe, seek to drive 
the British out of Africa and are sworn to 


kill all whites. 


NAIROBI, Kenya. 
ATE ONE Saturday afternoon, Mrs. 
Donald Davies started out in her 

car to meet her husband. 
This was no casual meeting for 

@ a dinner date in the city. The 
meeting place was an outlying police post 
in the Kikuyu Reserve, lair of the dreaded 
Mau Mau. 

Davies did not know his wife planned 
to meet him. It had been three weeks since 
he had left her in Nairobi to take charge 
of a mountain patrol whose job was to 
flush out the Mau Mau. 

This was the first time in their happy 
married life that the couple had been 
separated. Meanwhile, no word had come 


‘ through from the patrol. Mrs. Davies lived 


in constant fear of her husband's death 
or capture by the Mau Mau. 
» Donald had promised to be back in 
Nairobi this Saturday night, but Betty 
could not sit out that last day. She had to 
see him. She knew it was dangerous and 
forbidden to travel the roads of the Re- 
serve without an armed escort. But Donald 
was due back from patrol, and that’s all 
that mattered to Betty. 

Dressed in checkered shirt and brown 


slacks, Betty started off. In her handbag * 


she carried her Beretta, an automatic pis- 
tol. It had never been fired except at a 
paper target on the firing range. Betty 
cringed at the thought of ever firing it at 
a human being. 

About 10 miles inside the Reserve, a 
tire went flat. Betty looked around anx- 
iously. For the past 20 miles not a single 


lay the fearsome jungle. 

Clutching her handbag Betty got out 
and jacked up the car, as she had done 
many times before. She had more trouble 
than she usually had changing the tire— 
probably because her hands were shaking. 

Finally she finished the job, then stood 
up and looked around. There, not 10 feet 
away, stood three Kikuyu tnbesmen. They 
were obviously Mau Mau terrorists, with 
long, unkempt hair and beards. Their 
simis (long bone-handled weapons with a 
flat double-edged blade) were resting 
across their forearms. 


An Easy Victim 


HIS THEN, thought Betty, is how the 
fe to meet her husband would end: 
a slow, bloody carnage. 

In a situation like this, Mau Mau usu- 
ally do not hestitate. But now they did. 
Maybe it was because they assumed their 
victim carried no firearms. Most unusual 
... Such an easy victim! 

The leader, speaking in Kiswahili — 
which Betty understood—ordered her to 
empty the contents of her bag. 

Slowly, deliberately, with a calm born 
of desperation, Betty opened her handbag, 
drew her gun and fired. First one Mau 
Mau dropped with a bullet in his chest. 


CAUGHT in roundup, Kikuyu tribesmen 


Then another. Then the third. 

In one terrible moment, Betty Davies 
had killed three men. 

In a daze, she got into the car, raced at 
top speed to the outpost where she found 
her husband, safe and sound. 

She gasped out her story. . 

Davies listened, shocked. Then he 
warned Betty: “Never go out alone like 
that again. This is dangerous country.” 

“Yes, | know,” said Betty quietly. ™ 

This is only one example of how white 
women here are playing their part in the 
fight with the Mau Mau for survival. 
>» This is a fight in which no quarter is 
given, no mercy shown. The Mau Mau, 
pledged to murder all whites, never take 
prisoners. 3 

Today, no white person in Kenya—man 
Or woman—dares go without a gun, The 
fine for losing weapons or having them 
stolen is $280 and six months in jail. 

There are some 6,000 white women in 
Kenya today, living mostly in Nairobi, 
Nakuru and Mombassa. Eighty per cent 
of them are policemen’s wives; the rest are 
wives of ranchers or planters. 

Today, when a woman in Kenya buys a 
dress or an evening gown,:she always adds 
an accessory—a belt and holster of match- 
ing material to carry her gun. |

Among her other duties, the Kenya 
housewife has a very serious, special duty 
—revolver practice. 

The British Army in Kenya has organ- 
ized daily classes. Groups of women go 
out to the range once a week to learn how 
to handle firearms. Two women here are 
numbered among Africa's six best shots. 

Revolver practice, I repeat, is a deadly 
serious business, for the women of Kenya 
are at war as much as their husbands. The 
Mau Mau have no respect for woman- 
hood, as two of my friends learned. 

Members of the Mau Mau, using a 
servant as a blind, gained entry one eve- 
ning into the bungalow of two white 
women. One woman drew her Colt .45, 
shot the first Mau Mau who entered. (In 
Kenya you do not ask intruders their busi- 
ness. You shoot first, then ask questions. ) 

Three more terrorists crowded into the 
room. The two women kept firing and 
finally beat the Mau Mau off. The tribes- 
men left four of their dead behind. 


Some Weren't Lucky 


HERE WERE 20 Mau Mau in that raid- 
‘ie party — 20 barefoot natives in 
khaki shorts. Their eyes were glazed 

from bhang, a native type of marijuana, 
which the Mau Mau smoke before starting 
on their raids. 

These men had been ordered by their 
section leader to murder the two women. 

Other white women have not been lucky 
enough to escape. One was Mrs. Ruck, 
wife of a settler. The Mau Mau called her 
husband out of the house one night, say- 
ing they wanted him to doctor an animal. 
Then they sneaked back into the house 
and murdered Mrs. Ruck and her son. 

There is also the story of Dr. Dorothy 
Meiklejohn. For many years she had been 
ministering to the natives. The Mau Mau 
murdered Mrs. Meiklejohn’s husband and 
left her for dead. | 

But she wasn't. She managed to.crawl 
to her car and drive eight miles to a police 
Station, where she collapsed. One of her

hands had been chopped off. Her body 
was lacerated from head to toe, her face 
horribly mutilated. She underwent many 
months of ‘plastic surgery in England. 

Today Dr. Meiklejohn is back in Kenya, 
ministering to the very tribe whose mem- 
bers tried to murder her. 

As the wife of a reserve policeman in 
Kenya, today, your life would be some- 
thing like this: 

During the hours of darkness your hus- 
band takes charge of one police station 
patrolling an area of about 200 square 
miles three times a week.

Many women in Kenya play a vital part 
in the national emergency. Some run the 
mobile canteens that supply patrols with 
coffee and sandwiches. Some work in 
briefing and control centers. . 
> Others, during the night, maintain the 
“999” (complete) emergency. Should the 
Mau Mau cut the wires, these women im- 
mediately put a system of signal lights 
into operation. These signals are picked 
up by the tower at each police outpost, 
then are relayed to mobile columns which 
dash to the scene of the trouble. 

There are about 30,000 white people 
m Kenya, compared with well over a mil- 
lion Kikuyus. Nobody knows how many 
of these tribesmen are sworn Mau Maus. 


Mau Mau Queen 


HEIR OWN WOMEN play a part in the 
plot to overthrow the British govern- 
ment in East Africa. 

Last year the Mau Mau actually 


crowned a queen to distract natives from 


celebrating the British Coronation. Her 
name was Wachira. An attractive, 18-year- 
old native girl, she presided over cere- 
monies of the Mau Mau secret society 
initiations. She has since been arrested as 
a dangerous Mau Mau rebel. 

You may. well ask: In the face.of con- 
stant terror and death, what keeps the 
white wonien in Kenya? | 

Kenya is not — strictly speaking — their 
land. Yet they were born there. Their hus- 
bands work there. They have settled the 
country, built cities and roads and hos- 
pitals. They have coaxed food out of the 
barren earth to feed not only themselves 
but the natives as well. 

Politics aside, these women are in 
Kenya—living, working and fighting side 
by side with their husbands. And, they 
say, they won’t be driven out. s
